RUSSIANS LEAD 
IN SPACE RACE BY 


AYEAR AND HALF 


Report Indicates U.S. 
Will Need at Least 5 
Years to Catch Up 
Even if It Pushes 
Hard. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP) 
—The House Space Committee 
said today Russia may be more 
than a year and a half ahead 
of this country in the space 
race. It quoted estimates that 
even if the United States 
pushed hard it will take at 
least five years to catch up. 


» 


The special committee head- | %%& 


ed by House Democratic Ma- 
jority Leader John McCormack 
of Massachusetts issued a final 
report that depicted the space 
race as a life-and-death strug- 
gle for the free world. The 
group is being replaced by a 
standing committee on science 
and astronautics. 

Calling for the utmost na- 
tional effort, the outgoing com- 


mittee said “success is almost 
certain to mean unparalleled 
progress for tomorrow. Failure 
. . » very probably points to a 
new Dark Age.” 

The Congressmen said the 
military potential of space 
ships is greater than general 
public discussion so far has 
suggested. 

“Outer space is fast becom- 
ing the heart and soul of ad- 
vanced military science,” they 
said. “It constitutes at once 
the threat and the defense of 
man’s existence on earth.” 


Against Penny-Pinching. 


Although no specific figure 
was mentioned in the report, 
it spoke out against penny- 
pinching on space programs 
“which involve the very sur- 
vival of the nation.” President 
Eisenhower told Congress Fri- 
day that seven billion dollars 
is being spent on missiles pro- 
grams this year. 

The report said “many prom- 
inent Americans have mini- 
mized the Soviet advantage at 
various times during the year.” 
Although it cautioned against 
wasteful rush programs and 
start-and-stop methods, its im- 
plication was toward greater 
space spending. 

The year-old special commit- 
tee went out of existence with 
the end of the Ejighty-fifth 
Congress, to be replaced this 


year by a permanent space 
committee headed by Repre- 
sentative Overton Brooks 


(Dem.), Louisiana. 

The report said the useful 
payload of Russia’s Sputnik 
Ill is reportedly more than 
tenfold the 150-pound payload 
of America’s largest satellite, 
the Atlas. 

While several qualified wit- 
nesses figured the Soviet space 
lead at 12 to.18 months, the 
report said, “This estimate may 


be overly generous to the 
United States.” It said the 
United States at this rate 


would have to be able to launch 
as big payloads as the Sput- 
niks during the first half, of 
this year or soon after. 
“Moreover, the critical meas- 
ure is not the time gap be- 
tween Soviet and American 
space capabilities but the time 
required to close it,” the re- 
port said. “Even if the Soviet 
rate of progress is no greater 
than that of the United States, 
the gap would never be closed, 
but would progressively widen.” 


Five-Year Effort. 

In terms of extreme signifi- 
cance a research institution’s 
estimate that “if the United 
States attempts a strong, thor- 
ough-going effort, it will take 
at least five years to close the 
gap.” .; 

The committee added: 

1. Substantial spending on 
space programs now could save 
money later as well as save 
America from extinction. Fu- 
ture savings to the United 
States economy through better 
weather forecasts as a result 
of space observations were fig- 
ured at four billion dollars a 
year. 
2. While true secrets must 
not be given out, most of the

A high government official | 
said Moscow had asked several | 
weeks ago whether Molotov 
would be acceptable. 

A spokesman for The Neth- | 
erlands Foreign Ministry com- | 
mented later this was not true. | 
Other government sources said | 
the ministry declined confir-| 
mation because the exchange | 
had not been of an official na- | 
ture. 

The government official said 
the Dutch Government replied 
about 10 days ago “that there 
will be no objection to the ap- 
pointment of Molotov as am- 
bassador to The Netherlands.” 

“Since then,” this official 
added, “we have not heard 
from the Soviet Government.” 

S. P. Karsanov is now the 
Soviet ambassador to The 
Netherlands.

The Soviet proposal was made 
in a 12-page note to 27 other 
countries which fought against 
Hitler's forces in World War II. 
They would meet within two 
months in Warsaw or Prague. 
Among them would be the oth- | 
er nations which occupy Ber- 
lin—the United States, Britain 
and France. 

Attached to the note was 8 
25-page detailed outline for a 
German peace treaty reviving 
the Soviet plan to turn Ger- 
many into a large, neutralized 
pocket in the center of Europe.

Police be- 
lieve she was strangled some- 
time around midnight and that 
the body may have been moved 
to the place where it was 
found. 


Detective Sgt. James H. Mo- 
ran and Detective Cpl. William 
LaPosha reported finding two 
smudges on the apartment 
building door. They were 
about four feet from the floor 
and apparently were blood. 

The officers also discovered 
a filter cigarette butt in a 
bedroom in the Montague 
apartment which tests showed 
to have blood on it.

and daughter. His wife attend-

Idealism is the keynote of 
Castro's Twenty-sixth of July 
movement, named for his abor- 
tive raid July 26, 1953. on the 
Moncada army barracks at San- 
tiago de Cuha, capital of Ori- 
ente province. Nearly half of 
the 165 youths, led by Castro, 
son of a wealthy sugar plant- 
er, were killed. Castro fled. 


Quixotic Landing. 

More than three years later. 
on Dec. 2, 1956, he returned 
on the yacht Gramma with 
fewer than 90 men to make a 
quixotic landing near Niquero, 
in southwestern Oriente prov- 
ince. Only a few of his men 
Survived but their group 
swelled into the movement that 
defied the dictator and eventu- 
ally engulfed all Cuba 

A basic question worth ask- 
ing, as the first flush of revolu- 
tionary victory fades, is why it 
Was successful and what future 
that success portends for the 
new Cuban republic. 

Those who led the fight are 
fond of saying their victory 
Was unusual. Castor and his 
followers claim to be the first 
popular movement to defeat a 
modern army. Recent so-called 
revolutions have, indeed. usu- 
ally been coups, in which the 
army or a faction within it 
shifted allegiance and upset 
the government. 

Batista’s dictatorship had 
serious weaknesses, however. 
that made Castors task easier. 
Batista's top officers were 
mostly political appointees. se- 
lected to repay debts rather 
than for any military skill. His 
army virtually refused to fight 
in the final campaign at Santa 
Clara, where he promised to 
destroy the rebellion 

Stories of death and destruc. 
tion there have been grossly 
exaggerated. Only two bombs 
were dropped on the city. and 
those fell in outlying resident- 


ia! sections from which the oc- ‘ 


cupants had filed. Instead of 
fighting hard, Batista’s soldiers 
in many instances pulled off 
their shirts in a gesture equiva- 
lent to holding up a white flag 
Castor’s orders were to shoot 
mo one without a shirt.

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TOAID BARRACKS 
SHOOLS 1 OK 


The St. Louis County Hous- 
ing Authority gave tentative 
approval yesterday to a plan 
to offset an anticipated $35,000 
decline in the Jeffersofi Bar- 
racks school district's operat- 
ing revenue this year. 

Under the plan, also favored 
by County Suprevisor James H. 
J. McNary “if it is legal,” the 
county would waive its share 
of housing authority payments 


in lieu of taxes and the author- 
ity would pay the school dis- 
trict about $25,000 instead of 
$15,000. 

The housing authority in- 
structed its counsel, John J. 
McAtee, to study the proposal, 
drafted by the school district's 
attorney, William J. Costello, 
and confer with officials of the 
Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration on possible rene- 
gotiation of contracts, 

McNary referred tne plan to 
County Counselor William B. 
Gallagher for review of legal | 
aspects. The supervisor said 
he saw no serious objection to 
waiver of payments due the 
county, which he said might 
involve no more than $6000. 
He pointed out, however, that 
final decision would rest with 
the County Council, 

The housing authority took 
under advisement two other 
proposals, also drafted by Cos- 
tello and intended to assist the 
financially distressed school 
district. 

One would provide for pay- 
ment by the housing authority, 
instead of by the school dis- 
trict, of tuition of students sent 
to high schools in other dis- 
tricts. The Jefferson Barracks 
district has no high school. 
The money would come from 
the authority’s reserve funds. 
Tuition fees will be about $10,- 
000 this year and may reach 
$20,000 next year, it was 
stated, 

The other proposal calls for 
transfer of 30 acres of hous- 
ing authority land, valued at 
an estimated $60,000, to the 
school district. The land, not 
needed by the authority, would 
increase school district assets 
and make the district more at- 
tractive for consolidation with 
a larger district, Costello said,

Policemen to 


Fill Out Reports 


On How They Spend Their Time 


— 


Police department planners 
will keep an optimistic: ear 
cocked this week in the direc- 
tion of the men in the ranks 
who are being subjected, for 
the first time, to a genuine 
time study, 

Effective tomorrow, all 
cruiser and beat, patrolmen in 
St. Louis will be required to 
fill out a Daily Field Activity 
Report. 
count for just about every min- 
ute of the officer's time when 
on duty. 

Grizzled veterans who al- 
ready have been exposed to the 
report were anything but de- 
lighted with it. In fact, to 
some it looked as unintelligible 
as a problem in calculus. 

But Police Inspector James 
F. Thompson had little sym- 
pathy for complainers. To one 
man who said he had to work 
half an hour overtime just to 
fill out the form, Thompson 
had a simple suggestion. Fill 
it out as you go along, he said. 
Don’t wait until your shift is 
over. 

Insists it Will Help. 

“I've had practically no re- 
sentment over this form,” 
Thompson said. “In fact, this 
is going to help policemen. It 
will show every man’s activity 
so that if a man comes up for 
promotion, we can run a check 


on his activity réports and see | 


just what he’s done with his 
time. 

“This report is going to help 
the policeman who is not in 


the limelight, the guy who just | 
goes about his job every day | 


and never gets in the paper.” 

Thompson conceded that the 
reports also might show up an 
officer who is spending too 
much time drinking coffee on 


his rounds. But he said that 
certainly wasn't the main 
purpose, 


“Tl sort of hope that the po- 
liceman who ordinarily doesn’t 
hold up his end will be 
ashamed to turn in a blank 
sheet,” Thompson said. ‘“May- 
be this will encourage him to 
go to work.” 


Tried Last September. 


The form was devised by | 


Glen R. Murphy, director of 
planning and research for the 
department, after studying 
about 15 similar reports re- 
quired by other large city po- 
lice departments. Police in the 
First District served as guinea 
pigs last September for the 
first experimental report. 
Murphy said the officers 
made a lot of suggestions, and 
many of them were adopted. 


As a result, the report now in) 


use is almost a complete 
change from the experimental 
one. Murphy said it is simpler 
than reports required in most 
other cities. 

One side of the form lists 
30 types of activities that 
might occupy an officer, from 
building checks to appearances 
in court, from writing reports 
to writing traffic tickets. Each 
offcer must record the number 
of each incident that occurred 
during his shift and how much 
time each required.. 

Running Accounts. 

On the other cide, officers 
are to keep running accounts 
of their activitiies. Twenty 
lines are provided to record

The First Round 


All the country owes a vote of gratitude to 
the anti-filibuster forces in the Senate. This 
bipartisan group of Senators has lost the first 
round of a valiant fight to reform the rvfes 
of the upper chamber of Congress, but has not 
by any means necessarily lost the cause. 

Recognizing this, these Senators, led by 
such progressives as Douglas of Illinois and 
Javits of New York, are continuing to battle 
to a showdown.on the basic issue. That is: 
Whether or not a willful minority shall be al- 
lowed to paralyze the Senate into impotence 
even after generous and reasonable debate. 
The side of the anti-filibuster Senators is right 
and eventually right will prevail. 

The proposal to amend Rule 22, which per- 
mits the filibuster, has not yet come to a vote. 
So far only the question of whether the Sen- 
ate is a continuing body has been tested. Vice 
President Nixon, who presides over the Sen- 
ate, had again expressed his belief that the 
Senate can adopt new rules at each session if 
it is so disposed. Then came the motion of 
Senator Anderson of New Mexico to declare 
this to be the view of the Senate. ’ 

7 7 * 

Senator Johnson of Texas, leader of the 
bipartisan forces which oppose any basic 
change, engineered a motion to table the An- 
derson proposal. That is what carried by the 
almost 2-to-1 majority of 60 to 36. Missouri- 
ans may be gratified by the vote of Senators 
Hennin7s and Svmington against tabling. 
Senator Douglas opposed the Johnson maneu- 
ver as a gombit against significant change. 
Senator Dirksen, now established as the Re- 
publican leader in the Senate, seemed to for- 
get his recent announcement that he now 
favored a change in the filibuster rule. In 
any case he voted with the Dixiecrats to table 
the Anderson motion. 

A review of the rollcall shows that Majority 
Leader Johnson got in his licks with the 
Democratic members. Voting with him were 
eight freshmen Senators: from Alaska (2), 
West Virginia (2), Nevada, Wyoming, Indiana 
and Connecticut. Seven new Democrats, how- 
ever, risked the leader’s disfavor by voting 
against his motion. These were the newly 
elected Senators from California, Utah, Min- 
nesota, Michigan, Ohio, New Jersey and Maine. 
Each of the new Republican Senators (from 
New York, Vermont and Pennsylvania) voted 
with the anti-filibuster forces. 

The hope now is that enough members who 
voted on the side of the Senate as a continu- 
ing body will vote for amending Rule 22 to 
free the Senate from the iron hand of fili- 
buster rule. There are both Democrats and 
Republicans who should come over on the 
showdown vote—perhaps enough to carry the 
dav for the Dougles-Javits view. For example, 
new Senator McGee of Wyoming, a profes- 
sion*l student of government, belongs with 
the Demecrets who believe that democracy 
should be ellewed to work. Veteran Senator 
S*ltonstoll of Moss-chusetts is representative 
of the members of his party who ought to be 
with sich Republicans as Cooper of Kentucky, 
Case of New Jersey ard Kuchel of California. 

. . . 

Why-_should the Douglas-Javits proposal be 
adopted and not the substitute of the Johnson 
group? Because the Douglas plan would al- 
low a majority of the Senators present and 
voting to end a debate after 15 days. The 
present rule requires an absolute two-thirds 
vote or 64 to close debate—and this puts con- 
trol in the hands of.an obstructionist minority. 

The Lyndon Johnson “compromise”—for 
closing debate by vote of two-thirds of the 
Senators present and voting—-would do no 
more than restore the rule that existed from 
1917 until 1949. And the history of the Sen- 
ate in that 32-year span’ shows some of the 
worst of filibusters were able to block con- 
structive legislation. 

We applaud the anti-filibuster Senators on 
their fight. Let them keep on in the knowl- 
edge that when the issue is understood they 
will win. 


Parking Near Kiel 


City officials quite properly have become 
concerned over the growing shortage of off- 
street parking facilities in the vicinity of Kiel 
Auditorium. Whenever the auditorium is in 
use, the parking problem there becomes more 
than ordinarily vexing. The new federal of- 
fice building, to be erected in the block imme- 
diately west, will substantially worsen an 
already difficult situation. 

The city has an investment to protect in 
the auditorium. Providing sufficient parking 
for those who patronize it is one of the best 
ways of doing so. To that end, city officials 
hope to be able to construct a garage with a 
capacity of upwards of 3000 automobiles in 
the block south of the new federal building. 
Although the Post Office also has its eye on 
that same spot, the city is prepared to sug- 
gest alternative locations that would suit the 
department’s desires as well. 

We hope the city will press its plans to the 
utmost. Adequate parking at Kiel is a long 
overdue service. 

Could not the designers of the new federal 
building offer some help, instead of merely 
creating a problem for the city to solve? 
No builder of a downtown building, govern- 
mental or otherwrise, should permit himself 
simply toa ignore the parking problem he 
creates. 

Some relief would certainly accrue if park- 
ing space could be provided in the basement 
and the first two or three floors of the 
new building. The old Rice-Stix building at 
Eleventh and Locust is being remodeled to 
provide garage space on the basement and 
first floor for tenants on the upper floors. 
Why cannot this same principle be employed 
in the federal building, to the profit of the 
whole area around Fifteenth and Market?

Yet the 
first Stevenson session was historic in its rec- 
ord of constructive legislative achievement. 

With a non-partisan approach to state prob- 
lems in the Legislature and similar leadership 
in the Governor's office, the same kind of 
record can be written at Springfield in the 
next six months. 


Handshakes and Abrazos 


The reasonably prompt recognition of the 
new Cuban government that has been granted 
by the United States should help to dispel 
the notion that this country is unduly friendly 
to dictators. 

Milton Eisenhower said in a recent 10,000- 
word report to his brother, the President: 
“Despite our adherence to a policy of non- 
intervention, we are charged with supporting 
Latin American dictators in the face of a 
strong trend toward freedom and democratic 
government.” 

Since Fidel Castro’s rebels were shot at 
by Batista troops using American-made arms, 
the rebels have been understandably suspi- 
cious of United States motives. But if the pro- 
visional government of President Manuel Ur- 
rutia will review the record objectively, it 
will find that the United States imposed an 
arms embargo which probably helped the 
rebels, that this country refrained from inter- 
vention even when its citizens were kidnaped, 
that its popular sympathies were with the 
revolution, and that, finally, the United States 
recognized the new Cuban government about 
as soon as it took over the national palace in 
Havana. 

True, our official behavior toward Latin 
dictatorships was not always impartial, much 
less unfriendly. The Administration gave 
loans to Peron in Argentina and medals to 
Trujillo in the Dominican Republic. The 
treatment of the deposed dictatorship in oil- 
rich Venezuela was anything but restrained. 
These policies belied United States ideals and 
insulted Latin America’s popular aspiration 
for democracy. They were a mistake. Vice 
President Nixon acknowledged that when he 
was stoned on his southern tour last May, and 
since then the Administration has wisely 
changed its approach. 

It is, of course, difficult for a great power 
to tread that straight and narrow path be- 
tween friendliness and hostility, where neigh- 
boring dictators are concerned. If Latins 
dspise us for being friendly toward dictators, 
they consider open hostility a form of inter- 
vention. The problem is to make a consid- 
ered distinction in relations with democracies 
and dictatorshins, being friendly toward one 
and cool toward the other. 

That is what Milton Eisenhower recom- 
mends, and he puts it in terms that Latin 
Americans will understand. The United States 
should offer no more than a handshake for 
southern dictators, he says, and reserve the 
warm abrazo for democratic neighbors. 


Stronger on Civil Rights 


President Eisenhower’s statement on civil 
rights, though couched in the general terms 
of his State of the Union message, was never- 
theless the strongest he has made on that 
subject. His words may eventually be tested 
by the new order of United States District 
Judge John E. Miller for Little Rock to “move 
forward” on school integration. 


Heretofore the President has been reluc- 
tant to make positive statements about such 
matters as public school integration. He has 
never said he believed the United States Su- 
preme Court was right when it ordered in- 
tegration; instead he has been largely content 
to urge the public to obey the law of the land. 


In the State of the Union address, Mr. Eisen- 
hower still does not speak of his personal con- 
victions, but he does speak plainly of govern- 
ment responsibility. “The government of a 
free people,” he says, “has no purpose more 
noble than to work for the maximum realiza- 
tion of equality of opportunity under law.” He 
repeats his pledge to uphold the Constitution 
when it is challenged, and is explicit about 
his own obligation, as well as the role of 
other public officials, when he says: 

We can fulfill that obligation by our 
leadership in teaching, persuading, demon- 
strating and in enforcing the law. 

In Little Rock, Judge Miller not only en- 
joined the school board from assisting the 
new segregated private schools, but ordered 
the board.to report within 30 days on affirma- 
tive action on integration. The newly-elected 
board presently is uncertain as to what it 
might do. In such circumstances, Little Rock 
and the nation might well look to the White 
House for “teaching, persuading, demonstrat- 
ing and enforcing the law” as to civil rights. 


From Crisis to Negotiation 


What at first glance appeared to be a Berlin 
“crisis” arising from a Russian “ultimatum” 
has now developed into a far different situa- 
tion involving serious discussion of the future 
of Germany. 

In November, the Soviet Union proposed 
that the Western powers get out of Berlin. 
The West refused, but suggested a Big Four 
conference on the whole German problem. 
Now Russia has accepted the challenge—urg- 
ing a meeting in Prague or Warsaw within 
two months—but on Russia’s own terms. 

The Soviet Union, according to Moscow re- 
ports, seeks not a limited conference but a 
meeting of all nations that fought Nazi Ger- 
many to discuss a peace treaty. Russia even 
offers a 25-page treaty. This would in effect 
disarm Germany and remove all foreign 
troops, and establish, not a unified Germany, 
but a loose confederation of East and West 
Germany. 

Coupled with Soviet Deputy Premier Mi- 
koyan’s visit to America, the Khrushchev note 
suggests that Russia is making a serious ef- 
fort to get some agreement in the cold war. 
Presumably a confederated Germany would 
substitute for the West's insistence on a uni- 
fied Germany based on free elections. Russia 
has rejected such unification because it would

As this sixth decade of our twen- 
tieth century nears its end, we are 
nearing, too, what could be the fatal 
testing time for free men—and free- 
dom itself—everywhere. 

We know this to be such a time 
of historic decision, because we see 

the world divided, 

the weapons of 

, war perfected to 

The Mirror deadly extremes, 
and humanity 

of seeming, at times, 
about to turn and 
prey upon itself. 

And we know 
something else: 
We know how and why this world is 
divided and imperiled. 

It is divided, essentially, between 
those who believe in the brother- 
hood of men under the fatherhood 
of God—and those who scorn this 
as a pious myth. 

It is divided between those who 
believe in the dignity of free men 
—and those who believe in the mon- 
strous supremacy of the totalitarian 
state. 

It is divided between those whose 
most potent force is their faith in 
individual freedom—and those whose 
faith is force itself. 

It is divided between those who 
believe in the essential equality of 
peoples of all nations and races and 
creeds—and those whose only creed 
is their own ruthless race for power. 


This division of the world — and 
this time of decision—leave no cor- 
ner of the earth, no fraction of hu- 
manity, untouched. From this basic 
struggle, there can be no refuge, nor 
escape. 

We can serve—and save—freedom 
elsewhere only as we practice it in 
our own lives. 

We cannot speak of the equality 
of men and nations unless we hold 
high the banner of social equality in 
our own communities. 

We cannot speak of a rule of law 
among nations of the world unless 
our own laws faithfully serve the 
needs, and guard the rights, of our 
own citizens. 

We cannot be impressively con- 
cerned with the needs of impov- 
erished peoples in distant lands, if 
our own citizens are left in want. 


Public Opinion 


Enlightenment Begins Here 


We cannot hope to spur economic 
progress and prosperity in the world 
unless such a state as New York can 
itself help to lead America herself 
toward new horizons of well-being 
and equal opportunity for all our 
citizens. 

We cannot pretend to help inspire 
new young nations in the ways of 
freedom and its institutions—if our 
schools do not enable our own youth 
to be enlightened citizens. 


We cannot hope to serve the cause 


and our duty to ourselves—coincide 
as if they were one. We are called 
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state’s fiscal house in order. We 
must review—and revise—outmoded 
methods of the executive branch. 
We must erase all administrative 
abuses, all marks of waste and in- 
efficiency, from our government. For 
only by such repairs and reforms 
can this government by the people 
be, seriously and literally, govern- 
ment for the people. 

We must, wherever appropriate 
and proper for the state, effectively 
serve the needs of popular welfare. 
We must improve and expand the 
security provided in our programs 
of social insurance and health insur- 
ance. We must encourage urgently 
needed investment in private hous- 
ing. We must do more and better 
work in the fields of physical and 
vocational rehabilitation. We must

improve all our programs for the 
aged: Health and recreation, housing 
and employment. 

With our rising standard of living 
and increasing leisure time it is im- 
portant that the state give increasing 
encouragement to the intellectual 
and cultural facilities for the people. 
For—in all these areas of human 
want and need — government must 
have a heart as well as a brain. 

We must truly strive to perfect 
the rule of our laws. We must 
promptly strengthen our whole court 
structure by thoughtful and thorough 
reorganization. We must — through 
the efficient mobilization of all en- 
forcement officers and agencies—not 
only declare, but aggressively wage, 
war upon organized crime. And in 
all our laws and their enforcement 


we must and shall never forget the 
crime that is committed by any as- 
sault upon civil rights: Here our 
vigor must match our vigilance. For 
it can be said of any state or nation: 
By their laws, you shall know them. 

And we must work, perhaps hard- 


est of all, on the field where the 


future can be won or lost: In our 
schoolrooms. We must attack the 
problems of juvenile delinquency, 
We must continue urgently needed 
state aid to our schools. We must 
plan—years into the future—expan- 
sion of our state institutions for 
higher education. For what we do 
not teach, we cannot save—and this 
is true of freedom itself. 

In all such ways may we citizens 
of New York prove worthy of being 
citizens of the nation that is the best 
and strongest hope on earth for free 
men everywhere. 


No Time for Slogans 


In such tasks, we can give little 
time or care to conventional labels 
or slogans. They have little mean- 
ing in terms of the realities of life 
today. 

We shall be conservative—for we 
know the measureless value that is 
our heritage, to save and to cherish 
and to enrich. 

We shall be liberal—for we are 
vastly more interested in the oppor- 
tunities of tomorrow than the preb 
lems of yesterday. 

We shall be progréssive—for the 
opportunities and the challenges are 
of such size and scope that we can 
never halt and say: Our labor is 
done. 

Above all, we know the world we 
live in—and the values for which we 
strive. 

We shall never surrender to the 
belief that man is a soulless device 
made to serve a machine or a state. 
We know that the state—and ma- 
chines—are properly conceived and 
designed to serve man. 

We shall never yield our faith in 
the spiritual nature of man: Not a 
common creature truly designed to 
serve his Maker and his own true 
God, his own full promise. 

Let us unite in cOmmon cause— 
with hope and faith and love, with 
vision and courage. Together we can 
thus work toward the goal of free- 
dom of opportunity for men every- 
where in a world of peace. 

I shall need your help and your

Our own ef- 
forts, except in the develop- 
ment of air defense guided 
missiles, are not the result of 
our own advanced thinking, 
but are a-reaction to Soviet 
advances,

The atomic revolution is only 
13 years old. There are as yet | 
no solid doctrines on the use 
of atomic and hydrogen weap- 
ons.

Supplying Continuous Fronts. 

What caused the continuous 
fronts and trenches from the 
sea to the mountains of Switz- 
erland in World War I was the 
ability of modern transporta- 
tion to keep. supplied, fed and | 
munitioned the enormous num- | 
bers of men that were needed | 
to man a continuous front- 

Transportation also has made 
it possible for nations to mul- 
tiply their populations and 
still feed them all. In earlier 
times, armies were small be- 
cause they could not be sup- 
plied at any great distance 
from home. In enemy terri- 
tory, they had to be small to 
live off the country. 

Surprise Attack. 

Since armies were small, 
held tightly together, and oc-

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Reading and Writing

THE HARPER PRIZE NOVEL 
for 1959 exploits the difference between 
the East and the West as represented by 
two individuals and their families. The 
author of “Elephant Hill” is a young 
American named Robin White who ex- 
presses in his writing an intimate knowl- 
edge of both the American and Hindu 
mores that affect the behavior of his 
characters. This is a novel, however, 
and not a sociological document and I 
would call it a successful novel even 
though its emotional range is rather 
narrow. 

The story is primarily concerned with 
Beth Summers, an American school 
teacher, aged 35, and a Hindu merchant 
with poetic and philosophical tastes, 
who meet on a crowded railway coach 
headed for the town of Kassapur. 
Friendly relations between the two are 
established when Beth saves the mer- 
chant-poet from falling off the crowded 
train; but Mr. Alagarsami suddenly re- 
treats into a chilly reserve when he 
learns that Beth’s sister, whom she will 
visit in Kassapur, is the wife of a mis- 
sionary named Westmore. 


THE EXPLANATION for the 
Hindu’s behavior is supplied by the 
Westmores shortly after Beth's arrival 
The Westmores have adopted several 
children and one of them, a boy named 
Mutthu, happens to be the illegitimate 
son of Mr. Alagarsami by a servant girl. 
Though he had shown no interest in his 
son during the boy’s infancy Mr. Ala- 
garsami has recently asked for his cus- 
tody and has enforced his intention by 
purchasing a right of way to the mission 
property which blocks the entry and 
exit of the Westmores. 

In an effort to bring peace between 
her family and her friend, Beth calls on 
Mr. Alagarsami at his residence. Her 
sister and brother-in-law resent her in- 
tervention. It smacks of disloyalty; 
moreover it violates the proprieties of 
Kassapur which are even more rigid in 


such matters than Beth's Midwestern 
home town. 

Beth persists tn her intention, how- 
ever, and in the end succeeds—at the 
risk of her reputation—in lifting the 
blockade of the mission and in persuad- 
ing Mr. Alagarsami to renounce his 
claim to the boy Mutthu. In the course 
of her diplomatic mission Beth learns a 
great deal about Mr. Alagarsami’s 
domestic situation and reveals as much

about herself. The merchant, it appears, 
is dependent upon his uncle who will 
make Mr. Alagarsami his heir and the 
owner of a prosperous retail business 
only if Mr. Alagarsami can produce a 
son. This accounts for his belated in- 
terest in Mutthu. Beth, for her part, 
has left America because of a disap- 
pointment in love and a dismissal from 
her teacher's position. 


An American Girl 
Meets a Hindu Bachelor 


Both have been bruised by life; both 
are oversensitive and anxious. This tem- 
peramental affinity is the true bond 
between them, helps both to overcome 
the barriers of culture and early back- 
ground, and finally leads each to a 
healthy declaration of independence 
and mutual solace. 


Actually the differences between East 
and West, as embodied in Beth and her 
Hindu friend, do not seem insurmount- 
able even at the beginning. Mr. Alagar- 
sami chews betel leaf instead of a cigar 
but beneath his superficial character- 
istics he is a familiar type: the middle- 
aged bachelor, anxious about his security 
and too much’ beholden to the whims of 
his elders. There are many like him 
everywhere. As for Beth, the fact of 
her involuntary and protracted spinster- 
hood, is reason enough for her quiet 
desperation. 


IT IS TRUE, of course, that the dif- 
ferences between Americans and Hindus 
are much deeper and more complex 
than are here presented. This arises 
from the nature of the story which deals 
with individuals who have something 
in common. They both speak English, 
for one thing, and the fact that Miss 
Summers frequently resorts to collo- 
quialisms makes her speech—and her 
personality—all the more fascinating to 
Mr. Alagarsami. 

The author has made his portraits 
sharp and valid. Neither character. is 
contemptible but by any definition they 
are “little people” and for that reason 
“Elephant Hill” contains no element of 
intellectual or spiritual grandeur. What 
it does have is a convincing local atmos- 
phere, an authentic feeling for idio- 
matic speech, as used both by the 
Hindus and Americans, a clearly devel- 
oped narrative line and a certain tinc- 
ture of thought. Mr. White gives plenty 
of evidence that imaginative writing is 
his true vocation and that he will be 
able to place a larger theme in its ap- 
propriate dimensions. 


F. D. R. as Politician and Idealist 


Analysis of the New Deal and the Presidency 


THE COMING OF THE NEW DEAL, by 
Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr. (Houghton 
Mifflin Co., 669 pas., $6.75.)

ACCORDING TO A JOKE cir- 
culating these days in business circles, 
Roosevelt proved that a President could 
stay in office as long as he wanted to, 
Truman proved that anybody could be 
President, and Eisenhower proved that 
the United States can get along without 
a President. 


The difference between the three 
most recent administrations could be 
put another way: Roosevelt combined 
ideas with aggressive action, Truman 
gave us aggressive action without the 
ideas, and Eisenhower gives us neither 
one. 


However it is described, the contrast 
between the positive conception of the 
presidency under Roosevelt and the in- 
stitutionalized vacuum of leadership un- 
der Eisenhower is just under the sur- 
face of every page of this second volume 
of Professor Schlesinger’s study, The 
Age of Roosevelt. Mr. Schlesinger is 
writing history, and not primarily inter- 
ested in contemporary comment, but 
anybody who has lived through both 
the New Deal and the Eisenhower years 
cannot help sensing the difference be- 
tween a presidency in which the White 
House was the source of energy and 
action, and one in which the White 
House feebly responds to actions orig- 
inated elsewhere. 


THE NEW DEAL, of course, had 
to have that kind of presidency or the 
country would have fallen apart. And 
so it is easy to read some sort of his- 
toric purpose into the way things turned 
out—to comfort ourselves with the well 
nourished myth that in some mysterious 
and almost supernatural way our de- 
mocracy fortunately casts up the right 
men to lead us out of the great crises. 


As a cure for that sort of superstition 


it is enough to look, once more, at the 
presidency today. Surely there is every 
bit as much need in 1959 for ideas and 
energetic action in world affairs as 
there was a need for ideas and action 
in domestic affairs 25 years ago. As 
our democracy has misfired in meeting 
this crisis, so it might have misfired 
in meeting the depression crisis of 
the *30s. 


Any Democrat, as Mr. Schlesinger

insists, could have been elected in 1932. 
That we got the kind of Democrat we 
did was one of those lucky accidents 
of history which becomes all the more 
remarkable in light of the fact that in 
many respects the Roosevelt of the New 
Deal years was not accurately fore- 
shadowed by the Roosevelt of earlier 
years. How a charming but shallow 
politician became the bold and far- 
sighted leader of the free world in

“WELL RUDOLF FLESCH has 
evidently stopped worrying about the 
fact that Johnny can’t read,” a friend of 
mine said the other day after glancing 
through his book, “He's decided to just 
accept it and meet him on his own 
grounds.” 

That paragraph is, I gather, what Mr. 
Flesch calls an “anecdote.” And, since 
an “anecdote” is the best thing to begin 
writing anything with, I'm off to a 
flying start here. 

I also get points for the apostrophes, 
the quotation marks, the first person 
pronouns, the capital letters and the 
beginnings and ends of paragraphs. 

In other words, good writing is not 
so much a matter of what you say as 
how it looks on the printed page. 

What Mr. Flesch means by “better 


he says, “a large vocabulary nowadays 
may actually hinder your success— be- 
cause (this part in italics) it marks 
you as socially inferior.” 


Other kinds of teachers of English 
will only find this book irritating. What 
Mr. Flesch lacks is the realization that 
the kind of writing he approves of— 
short words, simple sentences, lots of 
white space—is a necessary evil, an art 
that the non-writer needs to master if 
he has to communicate with the non- 
reader. 


He obviously has no regrets for the 
days when literacy was more highly 
prized. He agrees wholeheartedly with 
the editors of the Saturday Evening 
Post and the Reader's Digest as to 
what constitutes excellence in writing. 

This insensitivity to language often 
permits him to violate his own precepts 
without knowing it, and even teachers 
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peace and war will always defy ex- 
planation. 


MR. SCHLESINGER, after setting 
the stage in “The Crisis of the Old 
Order,” really gets into the swing of his 
story in this volume, and it is excellent 
in every respect. Although he does not 
carry the account much beyond 1934, 
he sketches the origin of NRA, AAA, 
social security, banking and financial 
legislation, the TVA and other phases 
of the early New Deal in effective de- 
tail. Since one of the problems of 
writing about this period is the super- 
abundance of materials—the vast store- 
houses of memoirs, papers, documents, 
and newspaper reports still in existence 
—the clarity of Mr. Schlesinger’s por- 
trayal of the period is remarkable. It 
would have been easy to get bogged 
down in surplus material. 


The record of the development of 
each major aspect of reform is en- 
livened, as it had to be, with keenly 
analytical characterization of the prin- 
cipal figures — the whole amazing 
gallery from Ickes to Hopkins, Tugwell 
to Hugh Johnson, Moley to Cordell Hull. 

The story of the New Deal is very 
largely a story of the clash of strong 
personalities, the conflict of policies and 
sharply disparate philosophies—and the 
coalescence of these diverse strains into 
a coherent body of reform under the 
personal direction of F.D.R. 
ROOSEVELT’S SKILL as a pol- 
iticlan—skill even in the political arts 
of guile and deceit—has been often re- 
marked and perhaps exaggerated. Mr. 
Schlesinger does well, in his excellent 
chapter on “The Anatomy of Leader- 
ship,” to remind us that much more 
than political skills were needed to 
achieve the New Deal: 

“It was the image of human warmth 
in a setting of dramatic national action 
which made people love him. It was not 
any technical wizardry as a politician 
but rather his briliiant dramatization of 
politics as the medium for education 
and leadership which accounted for his 
success. Beyond the backdrop of the 
depression and the deeds of the New 
Deal, Roosevelt gained his popular 
strength from that union of personality 
and public idealism which he joined so 
irresistibly to create so profoundly com- 
pelling a national image.” 

It was, in short, Roosevelt's ideas and 
ideals as well as his practical energy 
and action which made the New Deal 
possible and gave the nation the ful- 
fillment of surmounting a dangerous 
crisis. He was in the mainstream of 
American reform—the stream of Jeffer- 
son, Jackson, Lincoln and Woodrow 
Wilson—and evoked those qualities in 
Americans which show us at our best. 
We could use another like him today.

JAMES JONES 


Joness New Look 
A Short, Effective Novel 


THE PISTOL, by James Jones. (Scribner's 158 pgs., $3.)

AMBROSE BIERCE ONCE SAID of a book that 
the trouble with it was that there was too great a distance 
between the first and back cover.. This certainly was the 
trouble with James Jones's recent “Some Came Running,” 
which was a sad mixture of undigested reportage on an 
Illinois town and the author’s own megalomania, Bohemian 
snobbery, half-baked liberalism, and naive Freudianism. 

The news about “The Pistol” is that there is only a very 
little distance between its covers and that—because the 
novel is brief or for some other reason—Jones has written 
a very fine book indeed. The white hope of Southern 
Illinois letters has at last delivered in his briefest work 
a real claim to public attention. 

The “fable” of “The Pistol” is a very simple one. A 
private—Richard Mast—is able to keep, for a time, a pistol 
for his own use; the confusion that results from the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor gives him temporary possession 
of the weapon that has been issued for guard duty. He 
takes the pistol with him when his unit moves to protect 
a rocky point at the side of the ocean. The far-from- 
imaginary danger of an encounter with a samurai armed 
with a terrible swift sword is minimized for Mast by the 
pistol; it will give him a fighting chance during hand-to- 
hand encounters, This idea, of course, occurs to other men 
in the unit, who attempt by guile, theft and force to get 
Mast’s weapon. Mast fights a private war to keep the 
pistol at his side; by disobedience to superior officers, he 
even runs the risk of court-martial. 

NATURAL FEAR AND DESIRE for self-protection 
even corrupts the Eden to which Mast and three other 
men are briefly assigned, for the peace and purity of a 
mountain-top post are finally revealed to be as much the 
mask of malice and wickedness as are the harsh winds 
that tear at the rocky point where the rest of the tale occurs. 

The Japs do not land, the confusion of the first weeks 
decreases, and finally Authority—in the shape of the paper 
Mast signed for the issue of the weapon—catches up with 
the hero, and he is left bereft. All this—the ending and 
the rest of the tale—is presented with an explicitness and 
a bareness that seems hardly credible from Jones. But 
credible or not, “The Pistol” is a turn from an abysmal 
and pretentious worse to a deeply impressive better. 


ITIS JONES’S GOOD LUCK that he has no women 
on the scene, and his tight narrative gives him no chance 
to indulge in nauseous belly-ache against the System and 
the hypocrisy of those who administer it. It would be too 
much to say that this novella~-in its economy, directness 
and drive—is another “Old Man and the Sea.” But as a 
tale—both real and symbolic—of a young man and a 
pistol it has surface meaning and a power to suggest the 
price of blood, sweat and tears that demand a re-estimate 


of Jones. The re-estimate? 


That up to the present Jones 


has just been practicing and may from now on be a prac- 


ticing novelist. 


Ethics and Esthetics 


HENRY JMMES: THE CRE.

THAT ETHICS AND 
ESTHETICS are con- 
stantly supplementing and in- 
vigorating each other in all 
of Henry James's fiction is 
the major conclusion of Pro- 
fessor McCarthy's addition to 
the always growing James 
bibliography. 

To our foremost nineteenth 


century novelist the creative* 


process meant the dramatiza- 
tion of a standard of moral- 
ity, a standard which de- 
manded personal integrity, a 
standard where the self 
must yield to the demands 
of magnanimity. James felt 
that man had the capacity 
“to reorder his existence, to 
shape his conduct, and his 
values in accord with a 
chosen ethos.” Art could ex- 
plore all experience, but 
“should deal with it in such 
a way as to elicit its noble 
qualities.” .The standard de- 
manded austerity without 
puritanism. It makes the 
code of Hemingway seem 
naive and the moral values 
of post-World War II fiction 
seem barbarous. 

James, says Mr. McCarthy, 
“never remained passive be- 
fore evil; as an artist he set 
to work to construct estheti- 
cally its counterpart in the 
good,” for “what chiefly in- 


probing of the mind is more 
intensive than that of any 
major American novelist. 

Although greed, selfish- 
ness, and Vanity are more 
mundane stimuli than war 
and murder, to James as 
well as to us the former are 
more important morally, for 
they confront us every day. 
Mr. McCarthy’s book insures 
James’s place in F. R. 
Leavis’s “great tradition” of 
distinguished novelists who 
enhance our “awareness of 
the possibilities of life.” 

Most of James's novels ex- 
amine conflicts agitating sen- 
sitive characters involved in 
relatively commonplace 
events — an imprudent mar- 
riage (“Portrait of a Lady”); 
a father’s domination of his 
vacillating daughter (“Wash- 
ington Square”); a duel by 
divorced parents over their 
child (“What Maisie Knew”). 
Depicting these conflicts re- 
sults in tightly patterned fic- 
tion; narrative gives way to 
dramatic scenes; events are 
seen through the mind of a 
single character; everything 
has its place, and nothing 
can be cut without loss. 


THISISAGOOD BOOK

Role of the Jews 
A Penetrating History 


THE COURSE OF MODERN JEWISH HISTORY, by Howard 
M. Sathar. (World Publishing Co., 617 pes., $6.50.)

HOWARD M. SACHAR'’S “The Course of Modern 
Jewish History” is no ordinafy Jewish history in which 
the travails of this people are paraded in a meaningless 
succession of facts with “anti-Semitism” as its leitmotif. 
It is, rather, a deft analysis of the social and ecanomic 
role the Jéws played in Christian society for the past 150 
years, and an examination of the resulting effects of this 
interaction. ~ 

The story begins with the triumphant march of Napoleon 
through Europe. As one nation after another fell before 
his generalship, so did the walls of the ghetto (as the 
Jewish sections within the cities of Western Europe were 
known). The Jews emerged after a 500-year medieval 
imprisonment into the world of nineteenth century rational- 
ism, and the magic of Sachar’s lucid prose clarifies for 
the general reader the complex course Jewish history then 
took. 

As the Napoleonic armies retreated in Eastern Europe, 

the world of the Jews shrank back into ghetto life, or 
remained in the “Pale,” the name given Jewish settlements 
in the Czarist world. Napoleon’s total defeat in the West, 
however, did not lead to the re-establishment of the ghetto. 
Here their emancipation created a virulent new disease 
of the mind—racial anti-Semitism. Dr. Sachar gives an 
exceptionally brilliant explanation of this phenomenon, cor- 
rectly ascribing it to the development of an insecurity-ridden 
white collar class. 
THE DEFEAT OF NAPOLEON, as Dr. Sachar points 
out, split Judaism into two main ideological currents, an 
Eastern one leading toward the “Haskalah” — a Jewish 
oriented cultural reformation, and a Western one, identifying 
itself with the prevailing culture and becoming Europeanized. 
The first led to the creation of a Yiddish literature, the 
restoration of Hebrew as a living language, and a renaissance 
of Jewish philosophy. The second stream led the Jews 
from the ghetto into a world where the Jews became Prime 
Ministers, generals, merchant princes and the charter members 
of an intellectual avant-garde that was to change the destiny 
of the world. 

Within one century Jews representing these two intel- 
lectual currents were destined to merge in a sort of ironic 
trilogy of thesis, antithesis and synthesis. They were first 
brought together in America through successive waves of 
immigration, a union bringing about a new Judaism; the sec- 
ond encounter was an appointment with death in the concen- 
tration camps of Hitler as his armies marched both West and 
East, and the third meeting was a symbolic rebirth in the 
miraculously re-created State of Israel. The 1000-year role 
of the Jew in Europe had come to an end. The two streams 
of Judaism had converged and been diluted in the United 
States and Israel. Where will a new culture for the 
Jews arise? At this juncture of history it is too early to tell. 


DR. SACHAR IS AN ASTUTE enough historfan 
to realize that events are not explained by a mere recita- 
tion of them. Behind each event he searches for the 
motivational idea, and shows how dedicated men seize these 
ideas to shape circumstance. The reader will find especially 
interesting the chapters dealing with Zionism and the 
emergence of modern anti-Semitism. It is regrettable that 
Sachar did not elaborate more on the psychological differ- 
ences between anti-Semitism of today which is concerned 
with race, and anti-Jewish violence of the Middle Ages 
which was concerned with the religious conversion of the 
Jews. 

Another interesting chapter is devoted to the efflorescence 
of Jewish intellectual life in Germany before Hitler where 
600,000 Jews won as many Nobel prizes in 30 years as did 
60,000,000 Germans in a country where theoretical physics 
was so much a part of Jewish scientific thinking that the 
Nazi referred contemptuously to this branch of- science as 
“Judenphysik.” 

Paradoxically, the book's greatest strength is also the 
source of its most glaring weaknéss. Dr. Sachar, son of 
St. Louis-born historian and Brandeis University Presiderit 
Abraham Sachar, has woven his facts into an exciting and 
fascinating history which excites our admiration and stimu- 
lates questions for which he provides no answers. For not 
by facts alone do great books live. Why have the Jews 
survived for 4000 years as a culture producing entity in 
six divergent civilizations and four continents? 


DR. SACHAR might well reply that the historian’s 
melancholy task is to chronicle and perhaps to venture a 
few interpretations of the excesses, foibles and inspired 
achievements of the human race, but to stay out of the 
realm of philosophy. It is to be hoped, however, that Dr. 
Sachar will turn his considerable talents to such a philo- 
sophical interpretation of the history of this most remarkable 
people which has given the world three great religions, 
and within one century produced three men—Marx,. Freud 
and Einstein—whose minds have strongly affected the politi-

IN A RECENT ISSUE “Time” 
Magazine, under the heading “Science,” 
reports a meeting held at Britain's Na- 
tional Physical Laboratory in an inter- 
national conference on the “Mechaniza- 
tion of Thought Processes.”

The hind end of the gen- 
eral’s mount is pointed north, its front 
end west. And, in order to have enough 
middle to jackknife it into the rocky 
cranny, Siebert made the animal ap- 
proximately a horse and a half long. 
The front legs dangle from the body, 
instead of supporting it, and the right 
rear leg has not materialized at all. 


An orderly stands stiffly at the 
horse’s right shoulder. Horse and or- 
derly are handled in a sort of relief 
technique, as though the sculptor was 
afraid to cut the figures loose from 
their supporting material. Only the 
horse’s head, part of its rump and 
the rider are done in the round. 

A pair of fasces, incorporated in the 
limestone pedestal, are crudely over- 
size in relation to the figures. The 
whole thing is as ugly a lump as ever 
defaced a city landscape. 


IMMEDIATE OBJECTIONS 
were raised when this design was first 
shown in 1929. Edmund H. Wuerpel, 
then director of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts, called it 
“a desecration of a public place,” and 
said “it would a kindness to the city 
and to its inhabitants if the creation 
should be withdrawn permanently from 
the public gaze.” 


Victor 8S. Holm, then the school’s 
professor of sculpture, termed it “in- 
competent” and “a public disgrace.” 


The sculptor argued that his work 
was “along entirely new lines. ... No 
doubt it is true that this work of mine 
will not appeal to any of the old-style 
critics, nor to a great majority of the 
people who view it. I myself, however, 
consider it is a far step toward the 
advancement of this sort of thing.” 


At that time, a city ordinance pro- 
vided, as it does now, for a Municipal 
Art Commission. Terms of two mem- 
bers of this group had expired the 
day before the then Mayor, Victor 
Miller, took office in 1925, the others 
in 1927. No new members had been 
appointed and the design went through 
by default. 

Caught in this cross-fire, the sponsors 
said they would have welcomed the 
advice of an Art Commission, had it 
been available, but that the monument 
would stay.

THE RAFFISH, BOHEMIAN GAYETY of nine 
teenth century Paris is best epitomized in the music of Jacques 
Offenbach who, as it happens, was born in Germany. To my 
taste Offenbach’s music is a little vulgar at times but there 
is no denying its volatility and—in some instances its expres- 
sive, poetic charm. A cross-section of the Offenbach oper- 
ettas, asembled by Manuel Rosenthal for the ballet “Gaite 
Parisienne,” has been newly recorded by the Boston “Pops” 
Orchestra under Arthur Fiedler for both stereophonic and 
monaural reproduction. It is a good performance and the 
stereo disc is about the best I have heard so far as richness 
of sound and the clear definition of voices is concerned. 
The second side of the single record is completed with a 
performance of Katchaturian’s ballet “Gayne,” which is fa- 
mous largely because of the “Saber Dance.” (RCA-Victor. 


CESARE VALLETTI, the Italian tenor whose flex- 
ible lyric voice has made him a favored singer in such operatic 
roles as Almaviva in “The Barber of Seville” and Ernesto ip 
“Don Pasquale,” is also a recitalist of superior quality. - Val- 
letti has demonstrated his ability as an interpreter of songs 
in a new recording divided equally among the works’ of 
Italian and German composers. In songs by Schubert afid 
Schumann Mr. Valetti softens the guttural sounds in a way 
that may not be approved by German listeners but the effeét 
is unquestionably faithful to the mood of such songs as “Naeht 
Und Traume” and “Du Bist Wie Eine Blume.” The Itallah 
songs are chosen from the works of Sarti, Stradella, Allesan- 
dro, Scarlatti, Handel and Pizzeti. 


Valletti’s unfailing breath support enables him to spin out 
a long line with ease and to punctuate it deftly in the inter- 
est of intelligible phrasing. He is accompanied by the planist 
Leo Taubman. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, One Record.) 
THE CHIEF ITEM in a guitar program recorded by 
Rey de la Torre is a Sonata by Mauro Giuliani which resem: 
bles Haydn in its outward grace. Torre, a native of Cuba now 
living in New York, is a virtuoso of the first rank, and & 
devotee of music written especially for his instrument. Other 
works on this recording are by Manuel de Falla, Villa-Lobos, 
Francisco Tarrega, Joaquin Turina and Miguel Llobet. The 
sound of the guitar is reproduced with complete fidelity. 
(Epic, Monaural, One Record.) 


A PROGRAM OF INSTRUMENTAL and -voeal 
music from the Austrian Tyrol has been recorded by the 
Engel Family—father, mother, three daughters and four sons 
~who live in a village near Innsbruck. Though the Engels 
are said to be qualified for any kind of music this recording 
is devoted to regional songs and dances in which a variety 
of instruments, including the human voice is employed. The 
performances are all spirited and musically sound. The seVen 
children have mastered a total of 120 instruments. They also 
make their own arrangements and they are dancers, too. It 
must be a lively household. (Vox, Stereophonic, One Record.) 
DANIEL BARENBOIM, a 16-year-old pianist from 
Buenos Aires, shows plenty of confidence and almost as much 
talent in recorded performances of four Beethoven sonatas, 
Young pianists usually leave the “Hammerklavier” sonata. to 
more experienced hands and young Barenboim—it must be 
said—is not quite ready for it. But though it lacks the depth 
of sound and range of dynamics that are essential to a truly 
heroic performance it demonstrates an understanding of fine 
artistic distinctions, In addition to the “Hammerklavier” 
which takes up all of one record, Barenboim also plays the 
familiar triplets: the “Moonlight,” the “Pathetique” and the 
Apassionata” sonatas. He has an arresting talent. (West- 
minster, Monaural.)

Neither 
of Oom Paul’s two sons fol- 
lowed him to the big leagues. 
In fact, son Paul was killed in 
World War II. Son Norbert’s 
daughter, Karen, though, 
might make it if ever the 
majors decide to become co- 
educational. 

“Every time there’s a base- 
ball contest, she’s in it,” said 
a proud grandfather, “and 
She’s always in the first 
division. Won herself a glove 
autographed by Stan Musial 
and a season pass to the ball 
park for herself and her 
family.”

City, Calif. Tonight . Konrads, 
a barrel-chested 16-year-old, 
regained the world record for 
those distances while winning 
the 880 final at the New South 
Wales championships in 8:59.6, 

Konrads turned the race into 
a one-man show while slashing 
13.9 seconds off Rose's clocking. 
The crowd rose and gave Jon 
three rousing cheers when he 
climbed out of the 55-yard 
North Sydney pool 50 yards 
ahead of his closest rival, War- 
ren Barr. Barr was timed in 
9:36.8. John Kissane was third 
in 9:38.2. 

Jon and his sister Ise, 14, 
also a world record-holder, 
came to Australia’ with their 
parents after World War II. 
Jon suffered a polio attack in 
a migrant camp in 1951 and 
five years ago could barely 
stay afloat in the water. 

He now holds seven world 
freestyle records ranging from 
400 meters to 1650 yards. 

“I feel fine,” Jon said after 
his latest performance. “I’m 
well satisfied with tonight's 
swim.

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Famous Sisters Tell Their Stor 


Glamorous Morgan Twins Give Personal Details of Their Lives in I nternational Society 


This is the first of a series, 


Vanderbilt and Thelma Lady 
Furness — whose reputation 
as femmes fatales jolted the 
international set and result- 
ed in friendships celebrated 
in headlines around the 
world. 

In the 1920s the twins 
burst on the New York social 
scene and immediately made 
their names synonyms for 
glamour and excitement in 
the international set, 


They have chosen to tell 
their story in their own 
words, each describing her 
role. For, as identical twins, 
they have found a psychic 
bond, a common entity which 
is in many ways the strong- 
est influence in their lives. 
“Since it is this way in life,” 
they write, “so in the telling 
—we can’t tmagine doing it 
any other way.” 


The daughters of Harry 
Hays Morgan, an American 
diplomat, they lived their 
earliest years in the consu- 
lates of Europe. There was 
an older brother, Harry, and 
an Older sister, Consuelo. But 
from the time of their first 
visit to America—as little 
girls—it was the identical 
twins who most excited the 
public. 


And when the fabled dec- 
ade of the 1920s arrived, the 
twins, who were just 16, were 
ready for it. With their par- 
ents abroad, the twins, pos- 
sessing a beauty and mystery 
beyond their years, were liv- 
ing in New York. 


GLORIA WRITES: 


IN MANY WAYS the hectic 
life of the Roaring Twenties 
seems to have passed us by. 
Thelma and I tasted no bath- 
tub gin. We found speakeasies 
and petting parties slightly dis- 
tasteful. We were extremely 
young; and while we were quite 
sophisticated in many ways, we 
were naive in others. We knew 
a great deal about places, very 
little about people. 


To us, now, it seems rather 
shocking that two girls of 16 
should have been permitted to 
live in New York alone. But 
then, either because of our 
naivete, or because of sheer 
dumbness, nothing about it 
seemed odd or unusual. We 
could have been highly criti- 
cized. ._But at the time such 
ideas never occurred to us; and, 
as far as we knew, they seem 
not to have occurred to others. 
Mamma probably by accident, 
and the nuns by plan, had in- 
stilled in us a strong sense of 
propriety. Affairs were to us 
unthinkable. 


We were extremely conven- 
tional “unconventional” girls;

It was not long after Cobina’s 
party, where we had enjoyed 
ourselves so much, that Thelma 
and I recognized we preferred 
mature men to the boys of our 
own set. We felt more at home 
there than with our own teen- 
age group. We had no time— 
or taste—for adolescence. 

At a party given by the 
Chauncey Olcotts I met George 
Brokaw; he was very attractive 
—tall, thin, and wiry. He 
looked older than his 40-odd 
years, perhaps because he took 
himself so seriously. He was 
an interesting companion and I 
enjoyed going out with him. I 
was surprised, however, when 
he asked me to the Bachelors’ 
Ball. Invitations to this event 
usually were sent out by a 
“bachelor” only to his best girl.

John Crosby 
Case For, Against 
-Today’s Television 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10. 

I HAVE AT HAND two views of television represent- 
ing opposite poles, each as true as the other and as honest. 
One is a letter from a woman who loves television. The in- 
dustry would like to think of her as the typical viewer, 
which she isn’t. 

“If you could tell some 
of those who make TV 
possible what it means to 
many of us. I am house- 
bound seven days and 
nights each week — for 
the last two-and-a-half 
years a prisoner. I raised 
six children. About three 
years ago, the last of my 
brood left home. At last 
I was on my own and 
free. But my mother be- 
came senile and helpless. 
Here I am again in serv- 
ice to loved ones. I live 
in an isolated rural area, 
have no near neighbors, 
and my married children 
manage a visit once a 
week. Days I have no one 
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JOHN CROSBY does not ring. I made my 


family my world and know no one my age. But TV, what 
a blessing, what a godsend! In the evening when ‘granny 
is asleep I turn on TV and what a world of entertainment 
is mine. Will you find some way to thank them-—the whole 
army that makes TV possible—and tell them what it méans 
to us that are housebound?” 


It is that sort of letter that the broadcaster 
end the performer and the ad ageney hug te their 
bosoms, feeling like a mixture ef Ged and Santa 
Claus, feeling virtuously that this is the best of all 
possible worlds and that they are easily the best 
things in it. 


THE OTHER VIEW is one that hag received some ac- 
nowledgment in this space before. It is the speech Edward 
R. Murrow made to the Association of Radio and Television 
News Directors which has just been condensed in the cur- 
rent issue of Reader's Digest. 


“Our history will be what we make it,” said Mr, Mur- 
row in the most telling passage of that speech. “And if 
there are any historians around 100 years from new, and if 
the kinescopes for one week of our three networks should 
be preserved, they will there find in black and white, or in 
color, an astounding record of decadence, escapism and in- 
sulation from the realities of the world in which we live.” 


Murrow said «a lot of other things in that 
speech (and I recommend you go read the whole 
condensation in the Digest). But I concentrate on 
that because it is so apposite from the rural lady's 
view. “Escapism and insulation” are exactly what 
my rural correspondent seeks and what she has a 
right to seek. But we are not all shut-ins and it 
ig criminal negligence of the broadcaster to treat 
us all ag if we were. 


, IN THE YEAR JUST PAST, television absorbed a lot of 
criticism. None of it was so telling as the Murrow speech 
because Murrow is part of the industry and it is difficult to 
impugn his motives. I am seriously alarmed by the fact 
that the motives of the rest of us are being increasingly 
questioned. 

Last fall Fortune magazine printed a survey of televi- 
sion which got the broadcasters literally boiling mad. But 
it wasn't Fortune's judgment that was assailed; it was the 
magazine's motives. All the trade press decided that this 
article represented the “party line’ of the publishers, that 
the article was simply an attempt by the Luce empire to 
denigrate a competing advertising medium. 


Increasingly, this idea of a “party line” of pub- 
lishers intent on destroying a competing advertis- 
ing medium is being used to meet ALL criticiam 
of television. You might say that this is the party 
line of the broadcasters which might be summar- 
ized as: “There's nothing the matter with televi- 
sion. It's all a big plot by Luce te scare the ad- 
vertiser out of television and back te his maga- 
zines.” 


> THIS IS RIDICULOUS, No two publishers could ever 
be found to agree on a party line, even one so transpar- 
ently easy as “I hate television.” Television's critics in the 
main don't even know each other and the ones that do gen- 
erally aren't speaking. But the worst thing about this 
“party line” of the broadcasters is that it makes it easy 
to assume there's nothing at all the matter with TV, that 
nothing needs doing, that there's been no loss of quality. If 
the broadcaster can comfort himself that the whole thing's 
& plot to rob him of sponsors, the programs can get worse 
and worse; the abdication of leadership can become total; 
the absence of responsibility can become complete.

THE PROBLEM of the day 
at Nilo Farms was the pen- 
reared chukar pheasant. John 
Olin, captain of industry and 
high priest of controlled-shoot- 
ing preserves, stood in the plat- 
inum blond stubble of a corn 
field and looked down at a 
chukar. The problem as usual 
was that the chukar would not 
take wing to be shot at, and 
in, an alleged game bird this 
is intolerable stupidity. 


“This is why we don't hunt 
chukars at Nilo,” said Olin. 


Olin gently pushed the toe 
of his boot against a corn stalk 
just aft of the bird's tail as- 
sembly. The chukar, a dove- 
gray lump midway between a 
quail and a ring-neck pheasant 
in size, stared straight ahead, 
pretending it wasp't there and 
waiting for Olin to get the 
message and go away. The 
chukar was betting he had all 
day and Olin didn't. 


In its wild state the chukar !s 
a game bird, indeed, a quick- 
launching target that can be- 
fuddie a good gunner's lead 


and run up the ammunition 


hill. Raised in a pen for release 
on hunting preserves, the chu- 
kar turns chicken within one 
generation For a_ sporting 
target, a man might as well 
shoot up his hen house. 


Sporting targets and hunt- 
ers’ ammunition bills have been 
the compatible loves of John 
Olin's life. He has promoted 
the captive raising and the na- 
tural shooting of the ring-neck 
pheasant, the mallard and the 
quail on shooting preserves 
Because this full-time indus- 
trialist has led a second life 
as a full-time conservationist, 
lobbying wherever he could 
catch an ear or a _ shooting 
hand, the game bird won't fal- 
low the buffalo and the pas- 
senger pigeon into stuffy zoos 
or stuffed museums. 


In 1952 Olin brought Nile 
Farms into being, a 600-acre 
demonstration and experi- 
mental shooting preserve on 
Tilincis Highway 111, seven 
miles north of downtewn 
Alten. The farm is not open 
to the public but it is open te 
conservation officials and to 
farmers learning to operate 
their lands as shooting pre- 
serves, for profit. 


This day at Nilo, Olin was 
concentrating on the chukar 
pheasant because that bird is 
a holdout against the pattern 
of success in the 66-year-old 
Olin's incorporated career of 
guns, game and industry. Good 
game makes good shooting, 
good shooting makes good am- 
munition business, and the 
chukar isn't going to get away 
forever with lying down on the 
job against John Olin and all 
that his family holds dear. 


What the family holds dear 
is the Olin Mathieson Chemical 
Corp., whose mammy was 
Western Cartridge. Western 
Cartridge remains a major pro- 
ducer in Olin Mathieson. Early 
in his business career Olin 
spotted dwindling game sup- 
plies as a threat to Western's 
market. Today he halds forth 
against an age of youths who 
prefer television, movies and 
automobiles to a day's sport 
with a shotgun. Luring Ameri- 
cans back to the woods and 
fields and giving them more 
to shoot at with Western am- 
munition and Winchester guns 
has been John Olin's business 
and pleasure. 


He joined Western Cartridge 
after graduating from Cornell 
in 1913, a chemical neer. 
In 1914 he Became t te 
the president because the 8- 
ident had had his eye on John 
for some time. The president 
was Franklin Olin, John's fa- 


ther, and no lived relaxed 
under old Fr ‘s eye. The 
position ht on a case of 
the squirms. Franklin Olin had 


beat down the DuPont trust, 
matching gunpowder with gun- 
powder, Wyatt Earp in Wall 
Street. 

Franklin Olin ran his gun 
powder company on the patri- 
archal system, and his son's 
privileges of promotion in- 
cluded the use of the presi- 
dent's chicken yard on the 
family place. John Olin put 
ring- pheasants under a 
warmly co-operative banty hen 


and stoed back to watch a 
theory hatch. His theory was 
that game bi could 


blinds en route to nearby pond.

Olin transferred the offspring 
to the handiest big lot, the 
family powder works. The area 
was 1000 acres but the powder 
works took up only 40 scattered 
acres. The 960 extra acres 
were a buffer. In case the 
powder recipe went wrong at 
any mixing, the pieces would 
fall on friendly Olin soil. 

John Olin released his ring- 
necks to roam on this surplus 
land. For additional buffer- 
land there was the neighboring 
acreage of the Illinois State 
Hospital. The state of Illinois 
has been a good ally from the 
beginning of Olin’s corserva- 
tion program. 

The first Olin game preserve 


‘was an immediate success. In- 


filtrating between Olin’s pow- 
der and Illinois’s mentally-ill, 
the uninvited public gunned 
down the banty’s pheasants. 
The public was poaching but 
if there was gratitude in the 
human race the poachers were 
shooting Western ammunition. 


Today, along the boundaries 
of Nilo Farms, opportunists 
roam the fence lines looking for 
stray birds. John Olin likes to 
think the opportunists shoot 
Western’s Super-X and he 
wishes them luck. 

“I believed breeding wild 
birds in captivity and releasing 
them was the only answer to 
our dwindling game supply,” he 
said. He gave a wave of the 
hand that dismissed the second- 
generation chukar from the no- 
ble family of wild game. The 
chukar didn't move. No bird's 
been laid low by an insult yet. 


“I teld myself,” Olin con- 
tinued, “that I wasn't going 
to nd my life in the am- 
munition industry with all 
the contention that was going 
on in the early teens of the 
century about game.” 


The contention was that a 
man who shot on a game pre- 
serve would come into a friend- 
ly game of poker with aces up 
his sleeve and probably loved 
his mother-in-law, to boot. No 
gentleman, in other words. Olin 
did not originate the shooting 
preserve and Henry Ford did 
not invent the automobile, but 
in this civilization of ours they 
are the men who made sure 
that the game bird had to stay 
and the horse had to go. Their 
opposition now nests with the 
Dodo bird.

Squibb came to Olin and

“T think that bird was hurt, 
getting out of the cage,” Olin 
said. “Dumb bird, can't even 
get out of a cage.” 

The dumb dog and the dumb 
bird, not understanding the 
hard choice of words, only un- 
derstood the soft tone of Olin’s 
voice and Squibb returned to 
Pershall’s summons. The chu- 
kar was left, to be among the 

ercentage of birds required 
law to go free in each group 
set out for a hunting party. 

Squibb and Pershall, Olin 
advancing with them at their 
right, worked down the field. 
Five yards ahead the wind's 
idie rustling in the corn field 
suddenly was joined by a brisk 
crackling. A chukar, throwing 
chicken aside, was going back 
to nature and running away 
from the men and the dog. The 
bird neared the open strip that 
surrounds the planted cover. 
The bird’s hiding area was at 
an end. Behind it was danger, 
ahead was open space. The bird 
did what Nilo Farms men are 
trying to make pen-reared chu- 
kars continue to do naturally. 
It took off, a fast gray blur 
going into the bright winter 
sun, gaining speed and altitude 
in wild, marksman-testing ratio. 


The shot was Pershall’s ana 
he took it. The eos trainer 
was no vice president in charge 
of a multi-million-dollar Olin 
Mathieson company, waiting 
for John Olin’s “stay” or “‘go- 
ahead.” Pershall’s gun put a 
deep and pretty major chord, 
a gunpowder bass note, into 
the minor grace notes of the 
winter air on the farm land. 
The bird, no music-lover, kept 
winging. 

Olin raised his gun. The gun 
was an experimental model 
Winchester. The shell in it 
was an experimental model 
Western. Both experiments are 
Olin’s, as was Super-X, many 
millions of birds ago. Super-X 
changed the marksmanship of 
game-bird hunters the world 
over and so will this shell and 
this new gun, all for the better. 


Olin fired, close onto Per- 
shall's effort as only a superb- 
ly capable hunter can be when 
he knews his companion has 
tried and missed. The chukar 
gave a brave final beat at the 
air and fell, straight down 
Squibb went fonmth to do his 
retriever's job, traveling the 
neighboring cover at a spaniel’s 
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glad gait of one yard straight 
up, and one yard forward. 

Pershall and his boss cov- 
ered the corn field for the 
third chukar that had been re- 
leased in it. Squibb worked 
the field, then came back to 
inform them the bird was not 
so stupid as suspected and must 
have turned gopher, digging a 
hole. The party went on to the 
final field that had been 
planted with a covey of three 
chukars. Pershall went back 
to the station wagon that had 
carried the men and four dogs 
to the area and released a 
Weimaraner, the German im- 
port hunting dog. 

Olin and Pershall looked at 
the tawny-coated dog. Yellow 
eyes. Mean eyes in a dog. Stub 
tail. A point has no dignity with 
those tails. Pershall, Olin and 
the Weimaraner began working 
the field. The dog bounded 
ahead, angne a German drink- 
ing song. Ten yards behind the 
animal, Pershall stopped short 
to avoid stepping on a chukar. 
He called back the dog, to 
show what had been beneath 
his nose. 


The dog refused to come near 
the chukar. The dog went away, 
starting on the second chorus of 
The Student Prince. Pershall 
looked at Olin. Olin looked at 
Pershall. 


“That dog would make a fine 
pet for some child, a gentle 
child,” said Olin. 

“He hasn't been worked 
enough,” said Pershall, his face 
ruddier than its usual weath- 
ered texture. At Nilo, the han- 
diers dread to come upon a dog 
in its fatal illness of old age. 
One of them is going to have to 
tell Cotton Pershall a dog is 
dying. Cotton Pershall neve 
has met a dog he didn't like. 

Pershall nudged the bird 
with his foot and whether it 
was @ difference in birds or a 
difference in feet, this chukar 
rose. There was another sign of 
progress in the experiments at 
Nilo to raise the chukar in-eap- 
tivity and retain its wild-state 
shooting qualities. 

The chukar rose, and flopped, 
Pershall nudged. The chukar 
doubled its flight, before flop- 
ping back to earth. Gradually, 
the chukar got more impetus 
from the gentle nudgings. The 
Weimaraner’s beery voice went 
its independent way, Finally, 
the chukar took off in deter- 
mined flight. Olin's gun brought 
it down and Pershall sent the 
Weimaraner in pursuit. The 
dog circled the fallen bird. This 
thing might be dangerous. 

John Olin watched the dog. 
Pershall was determined to 
mae the animal work. 

“Brave dog, ferocious dog,” 
called Olin. “Watch out for 
that vicious bird. It may bite.” 
Olin’s voice was lightly sarcas- 
tic; his smile of pleasure in 
Pershall’s work was behind the 
trainer's back, 


The Weimaraner retrieved 
the bird, just after Pershal! 
interrupted his hand and 
whistle signals to call over 
his shoulder to Olin, “We're 
gonna quit this bird-gunnin’ 
some day and have a dog- 
shooting day.” The men re- 
turned the dog to the station 
wagon and started driving 
toward the clubhouse, They 
made a last stop, at a field 
near the beginning-point of 
the day's shooting. Sauibb 
was taken from the station 
wagon and put in the field. 


Olin and Pershall and Squibh 
walked the field from north to 
south, and at the south end 
began an east-to-west traverse. 
On the secend swing east, the 
corn field became « feathered 
booby-trap. Two ring-neck 
pheasants, pen-reared at Nilo, 
spread strong wings and beat 
the earth away from them-

More for Your Money 


TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Best time to buy a ‘59 
car, if you're going to buy one at some point during 
model year, is right now—in the next few weeks—say 
some auto experts, Reason: through February, many people 
are still paying Christmas bills, and with fewer customers 
for cars, dealers may make more price concessions than 
later when spring brings greatly increased demand , Re 
You get some idea of how much your house may be 
worth in terms of replacement cost from latest national 
survey. It shows that a house which could be built for 
$7500 in 1941 now would cost $18,900 to put up. Average 
increase in construction cost will go up still another $1000 
in next year. 


G.I. INSURANCE: If you still carry term plan G.I. 
insurance, have you thought seriously of converting to 
permanent plan? Term gives most protection for least 
money in early years but gets costly later. Here’s an 
example: A 40-year-old World War II veteran with $10,000 
term insurance now pays about $102 yearly. But premium 
will go to $119 at age 45, $152 at 50, $312 at 60, $476 
at 65, and $741 at 70. On other hand, if he converts 
now—say, to plan giving him paid-up-for-life coverage 
after 20 years—his premiums will run around $338 yearly 
until age 60. Thus, if he lives to 75, he saves over $2000 
in premiums. 


. BREAKING IN YOUR HOUSE: No matter what kind 
of house you may have bought, you ean expect some 
troubles in first year or so — especially from settling, 
shrinkage and swelling. Knowing about them can save 
you, worry and money. Example: Don’t rush to repair 
small plaster cracks in walls and ceilings due to shrinkage. 
It may take two years for shrinkage to stop; then you 
can spackle and redecorate and cracks usually will not 
reappear. As soil around house begins to settle, it may 
pitch toward, instead of away from house, causing wet 
basement. After settling is finished, you can fix soil 
so it pitches the right way permanently. 


UP TO THE BUILDER: But, if you must expect some 
minor troubles, here are major first-year defects which, 
a Popular Science article points cut, you would be right 
to insist that the builder fix: Wider than normal founda- 
tion tracks, big enough to stick a pencil in. Cracks in 
concrete floors inside the house (they probably indicate 
floor is too thin, less than minimum three inches it 
should be). Wall or ceiling cracks wider than a pencil 


point. Outside doors so warped you can see light through — 


jamb side. Buckling of wood flooring. Failure of heating 
system to keep any room at 70 on coldest day.

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President Clevelands Secret Operation

ON JUNE 30, 1893, at as 
dark an hour as this country 
had ever known, the President 
of the United States disap- 
peared entirely. 


He did so for a dire reason 
which was national as well as 
personal. As he saw it, both he 
and his country were in sight 
of the gates of death, and only 
by a lonely act of his could 
these be avoided. 

Even before Grover Cleve- 
land retook office that year, a 
financial earthquake was in 
motion. The clang of closing 
bank doors reverberated 
throughout the land. As unem- 
ployment spread, not only did 
panic grip industrialists and 
financiers, but stark despera- 
tion and actual starvation 
gripped the working masses as 
well. 

The whole trouble, Cleveland 
saw, was the Sherman Silver 
Purchase Act, which pledged 
the Treasury to buy 4,500,000 
ounces of the white metal per 
month, thus rapidly depleting 
the government’s gold reserve. 
Only Cleveland might be able 
to get Congress to repeal the 
Act. When it failed to do so 
before recessing in June, he 
issued a call for a special ses- 
sion to convene Aug. 7. 


Those two dates in black 
1893—June 30 and Aug. 7— 
are worth closer scrutiny. 
Between them lay an act of 
personal courage and deter- 
mination unparalleled in the 
annals of our Presidents. 


On June 18, gruffly as was 
his wont, Grover Cleveland had 
asked Dr. Robert M. O'Reilly, 
the White House physician, to 
have a look at a “rough place” 
in the roof of his cigar-chewing 
mouth. It had, he said, been 
bothering him for a matter of 
weeks and felt worse all the 
time. 

What O'Reilly saw was an 
angrily inflamed area about the 
size of a silver quarter. He 
took tissue samples and sent 
them anonymously to the Army 
Medical Museum and also to 
the country’s top pathologist, 
Dr. William H. Welch at Johns 
Hopkins. 

Cigar-chewing, whisky-drink- 
ing Ulysses Grant had lately 
died, slowly and painfully, of a 
neglected mouth cancer. Thus 
O'Reilly and Cleveland were 
shocked but not exactly sur- 
prised when the pathologist re- 
ports concurred in one horrid 
word: “Malignant.” 


Cleveland’s instant reply to 
this news was one other word: 
“Secrecy.” The already shaken 
country must not know. 

A hurried visit to Washing- 
ton by his great and good 
friend Dr. Joseph Bryant of 
New York aroused no suspi- 
cions. But when Joe Bryant, 
after confirming the diagnosis, 
told him, “Were it in my 
mouth, I would have it re- 
moved at once!”’ Grover Cleve- 
land had to cogitate, to plot 
and plan. He did so almost in- 
stantly and with forthright 
resolution. Calling in Dan La- 
mont, his former press secre- 
tary, now his secretary of war, 
he concerted with Bryant for 
an operation on July 1, under 
conditions as cleverly contrived 
as they were critical. 

A few minutes after issuing 
his call to Congress for a date 
only six weeks beyond his pri- 
vate ordeal, Grover Cleveland 
left the White House with Dan 
Lamont and Dr. Bryant in the 
afternoon of June 30. They 
boarded the 4:20 northbound 
train. (There were no detec- 
tives, for secret service men 
were not assigned as regular 
presidential guards until after 
McKinley's assassination in 
1901.) The press was not told 
that he was leaving. The story 
would be, if his move were dis- 
covered, that he was just slip- 
ping away to rest at Gray Ga- 
bles, his summer home on Buz- 
zard’s Bay, where his young and 
again pregnant wife had gone 
already. 

Unnoticed in the dusk, the 
President left his train at New 
York and with Dr. Bryant went 
from the station to the Battery 
in a common carriage. Dim in 
the night offshore lay Com- 
modore Elias C. Benedict's 
graceful yacht, Oneida. Her 
tender quietly ferried the Presi- 


dent of the United States out 


to and aboard her, unseen, un- 
suspected. 

Just as quietly, the tender 
had fetched Dr. O'Reilly; Dr. 
Edward G. Janeway, the coun- 
try’s foremost physiologist; Dr. 
William W. Keen of Philadel- 
phia, an oral surgeon of high- 
est repute; Dr. Bryant's bril- 
liant young assistant, Dr. John 
F. Erdmann (who was to suc- 
ceed him as “top knife” of New 
York for a long span of years); 
and a Dr. Ferdinand Hasbrouck 
of Manhattan, a young dentist 
urgently required for his know- 
ledge of the new “laughing 
gas.” 

The dumpy but distinguished 
patient greeted all these gen- 
tlemen tersely and sat with 
them a while on deck smoking 
one more cigar. He did not 
discuss his’ ugly ailment but 
, “Oh, those office

ted up as a floating surgery. 
A straight-back chair was 
lashed to the mast to receive 
the patient. Sheeted para- 
phernalia were ranged about, 
including besides Dr. Has- 
brouck’s gas machine, a 
standard ether-giving rig, a 
manually operated generator 
for magnetocautery, tables of 
instruments for surgeons 
Bryant and Keen, and a chair 
beside the patients for Dr. 
Janeway, who would check 
pulse, blood pressure, and 
respiration throughout the 
hacking and scraping. The 
yacht’s steward was put inte 
a surgical gown so that he 
could function as orderly. 
Boiling water and cracked ice 
were on hand in good supply. 


Several times during the 
morning Cleveland's mouth was 
washed out and disinfected. 
Shortly before noon he was led 
pajamaed from his stateroom 
to the chair and there strapped 
in, head tilted back as though 
for a shave. 


The importance of this 
part was that, deep under 
heavy ether, oral patients 
might choke to death on their 
From the lighter 


work. Now came the moment 
for Dr. Keen's specialty. From 
Paris he had lately brought 
back an ingenious cheek re- 
tractor, which would give Joe 
Bryant’s strong big fingers free 
play without a hole being cut 
through the face. 

Into the posterior dental 
ridge now bared by this instru- 
ment, Joe Bryant grimly carved 
with his white-hot electric 
knife, excising with it a section 
of the mouth’s roof out to the 
midline and back to an appar- 
ently affected portion of the 
palate. His great concern was 
not to invade the orbital pal- 
ate, that is eye socket. 


(When Bryant was about half 
through cutting, Dr. Hasbrouck 
warned that the gas would 
soon wear off and the patient 
awaken. So at 1:14 Dr. O'Reilly 
administered ether and soon 
Dr. Bryant resumed his work.) 

When Cleveland's left .an- 
trum was fully exposed, it was 
seen to be filled with “a soft, 
gray, gelatinous mass’’—the 
lethal sarcoma. Scooping and 
scraping this away, Dr. Bryant 
pared the excaVation's limits to 
remove as many wild fringe 
cells as possible. 

Bleeding was kept to a for- 
tunate minimum — only about 
one tumblerful. What with hot 
water, ice packs, pressure, and 
the cauterizing effect of the 
heated blade, they had to tie

perature all behaved well, the 
latter at no time rising above 
100.8 degrees. 


While the President slept, 
all hands took a stiff drink 
and a late lunch. In their 
vigils that night they knew 
what no one else in America 
or the world knew: that the 
President of the United 
States had, with their aid, 
confronted a mortal enemy 
and, in all likelihood, defeat- 
ed it for himself and his na- 
tion in silence. 


Late the next afternoon, July 
2, Cleveland felt well enough 
to leave his bed and walk 
around a bit. His spirit matched 
his iron constitution, and 
through the packings in his 
mouth he did not complain but 
thanked those who came in 
turn to read to him. 


He was not told about a dif- 
ficulty that had arisen with Dr. 
Hasbrouck. As soon as his job 
was done the first day, this 
gentleman asked to be set 
ashore. The others firmly de- 
clined. To go in now might 
jeopardize their tremendous 
secret. But by the afternoon 
of July 2 Hasbrouck was fran- 
tic as well as disgruntled. He 
was, he said, 48 hours late for 
another critical operation. Now 
the rest relented, and the ten- 
der put Dr. Hasbrouck ashore

lenced if not mollified, but 
they were back again the next 
day with a fresh line of attack. 


Vice President Adlai E. 
Stevenson, they said, had 
heard the President's condi- 
tion was so serious that he 
was entraining at once for 
New York to come up and 
investigate. Dan Lamont 
squelched this move by an- 
nouncing that Mr. Stevenson 
was neither invited to nor 
expected at Gray Gables. 


In view of Stevenson's ca- 
hooting with the Silverites and 
his influence in the Senate, a 
hard-money New York colum- 
nist cracked: “The Buzzards 
will please keep aloof from 
Buzzard’s Bay!” 

Cleveland yielded to Dan La- 
mont’s insistence that the at- 
torney general be allowed to 
come up and help with the 
message in Congress. When 
Richard Olney arrived he was 
shocked to see how haggard the 
round face had become, how 
gaunt the robust body. “My 
God, Olney, they nearly killed 
me!” grunted Cleveland, and 
went to work on ‘the draft 
speech Olney had brought with 
him. He retained only about 
one-sixth of it, writing the rest 
of 2800 words himself in his 
own laborious longhand. 

With the advent of August, 
Cleveland was still feeling mis- 
erable, but he insisted on 
journeying back to Washington 
not later than the fifth, He 
wanted a couple of days to 
collar returning members of 
Congress and impress upon 
them their duty to pass the 
Sherman Act repealer with all 
speed. The Senate, Lord knew, 
would be trouble enough, but 
the House must not hesitate. 

Meantime, on the very day 
he went to Washington, some- 
thing occurred in New York 
City which came very near to 


unmasking Cleveland's entire 
high conspiracy. 

When the disgruntled Dr. 
Hasbrouck left the Oneida at 
New London, it was to assist 
a very high-toned doctor in- 
deed named Leander P. Jones, 
physician to the blue bloods of 
Newport and Manhattan. To 
save his skin off his own nose, 
Hasbrouck let Jones know just 
who and what had detained 
him 

Miffed at being treated so 
highhandedly, Dr. Jones tipped 
off a newspaper frierid of his, 
one E. J. Edwards, a reporter 
for the Philadelphia Press, who 
signed all his work rather 
grandly “Holland.” 


And yet the secret wasn’t 
out—not quite. As conscien- 
tious as he was alert, Holland 
sought to check his colossal 
scoop with Drs, Bryant and 
Keen, with Dan Lamont and 
the White House. 

For his pains poor Holland 
was rebuffed by all these 
sources as a scandal-monger- 
ing scoundrel, and Dr. Has- 
brouck branded a vicious 
prevaricator, an unknown 
dentist who had been called 
in on a routine extraction 
job and been fired for 
bungling. 


The publishers of the Phila- 
delphia Press withheld the 
story. Not for almost. four 
weeks did they get up enough 
confirmation and nerve to print 
it. By that time the huge white 
lie that it exposed had succeed- 
ed and changed places with 
the truth. 

Meanwhile, despite a three- 
hour oration against repeal by 
Congressman William Jennings 
Bryan, the House voted 239 to 
108 in Cleveland's favor. In 
the Senate the final victory of 
Gold over Silver, and the be- 
ginning of the end of the 
earthquake, came less through 
Cleveland's efforts than 
through the Silverites’ own fol- 
ly. With the little Vice Presi- 
dent's connivance, they fili- 
bustered so long—and so ab- 
surdly—that by Oct. 30 enough 
in-betweeners were fed up to 
make the vote 48 to 37. 


So ended an arch cabal in 
allegiance to the nation’s well- 
being. As to its violence to 
veracity, that was not mended 
until 1917. Then, with most 
of the other principals dead 
(Cleveland of heart trouble, 
and not one more trace of cari- 
cer, in 1908), aged Dr. Keen 
found it fit and profitable to 
publish a book telling the 
whole story.

Brim Businéss Has 
Leveled Off Here 


THE FILM BUSINESS was off a little bit nationally in 
1958 from the previous year, according to the market analysis 
firm of Sindlinger and Co. But local reports were that it just 
about remained at an even keel, indicating it had leveled off 
to a steady norm you could count on even under the blows of 
its arch-rival, TV. 

The Sindlinger analysis, according to the New York Times, 
was that the average weekly attendance was 39,815,000 in 1958 
against 43,076,000 in 1957, a drop of 7.6 per cent. Net receipts 
after taxes, however, were only down 2.5 per cent due to in- 
creased admission prices. The company said the highest 1958 
week was 60,795,000 attendance for that ending Aug. 22, and 
the lowest 19,379,000 for that ending Dec. 18. Variety esti- 
mated the high week at midyear at 68,818,000 tickets. 


However, Frank Henson, manager of Loew’s State 
Theater here, which also runs the Orpheum, said their 
net after taxes in 1958 was off less than one per cent 
after 1957. Ed Arthur of Arthur Enterprises, which 
runs the Fox, St. Louis, three art houses, one huge 
drive-in and 20 neighborhood theaters, said he hadn’t 
time for an exact accounting, but business was approx- 
imately the same as in 1957—‘“not over or under more 
than 1 per cent.” 


ARTHUR SAID he didn’t have too much faith in the Sind- 
linger figures. The company says it has a field staff of 341 
interviewers who talk to 1200 peaple a day, or 440,000 in a 
year. Arthur said that constituted too small a proportion of 
the population to be exact, for his money. 

‘ “We run 26 theaters and have never been called by a 
Sindlinger interviewer,” he said. “And anyway, the film 
business is one of peaks and valleys. For instance, we're doing 
a terrific business right now with ‘Auntie Mame’ at the St. 
Louis, the best in any house since ‘56, with the exception of 
‘The Ten Commandments.’ If you took that as a basis in a 
check this week, you'd say the film business is terrific. But 
that’s just one picture.” 

He said that “South Pacific,” now in its thirty-ninth week 
at the Pageant, was the biggest grosser at one theater. But 
you'd have to put “Peyton Place,” before it as easy box-office 
champ for its run everywhere, starting with a phenomenal 
seven weoks at the St. Louis. The other high grossers Arthur's 
company handled were “Sayonara,” “Farewell to Arms,” “No 
Time for Sergeants,” “Indiscreet,” “Onionhead,” and “House- 
boat.” 


Henson said the best box-office picture at Loew’s 
State easily was “Cat on a Hot Tin Roof,” which netted 
$100,000 after taxes in seven weeks. There were also: 
“The Vikings,” six weeks, $70,000; “Don’t Go Near 
the Water,” five weeks, $60,000; and “The Brothers 
Karamazov,” three weeks, $53,000; and “Old Yeller” 
and “Witness for the Prosecution” at the Orpheum. 


“THERE ARE STILL BLOCKBUSTERS,” he said. “But 
they don’t earn as much in the same period of time as they 
used to. ‘Knights of the Round Table’ netted us $130,000 in 
seven weeks in 1954. ‘From Here to Eternity’ did $80,000 
in four weeks in 1953. The fourth reissue of ‘Gone With the 
Wind’ did $106,000 in four weeks in July 1954. A lot of these 
pictures we'd hold longer now. Now our biggest problem is a 
shortage of product, and if a film is doing well, we hold it.” 

Sometimes a fine picture simply won't draw, he said. For 
instance “The Last Hurrah,” with Spencer Tracy took in only 
$7000 in a week. 

As to shortage, the New York. Times reported that its 
survey showed only 216 pictures were put before the cameras 
af Hollywood companies during 1958, 81 fewer than in 1957. 

Variety, in its big anniversary issue, listed 78 pictures 

fhich grossed $1,000,000 or more in the United States and 
anada during 1958—that is, gross rental to the distributors, 
cluding the cut of the theaters.

, Two and a half years ago I wrote an article about 
poor movie projection in certain houses which was 
nullifying the gains made in spectacular wide-screen 
depth processes. I am glad to learn something is being 
done about that in an organized way. The Motion Pic- 
ture Research Council, scientific and engineering arm 
of the producers, after a two-year survey of projection 
standards in 700 first and second run theaters in more 
than 100 cities, has reported lots of sub-standard pro- 
jection. 


THE REPORT SAID: 

Seventy-four per cent of the houses did not have the best 
picture focus due to “mechanical misalignment, worn parts and 
sub-par optical components.” 

There were “undesirable screen brightness levels” in 69 per 
cent of the theaters because of “wrong type screens, impropr 
screen installation and inadequate arc-lamp equipment.” 

There were inadequate focal-length lenses in 43 per cent 
of the theaters, with loss of pictorial qualities for all types of 
films. 

The Council's engineers made remedial recommendations 
and offered as a guide to projectionists a projector test-film 
which “indicates at a glance precisely how much of the picture 
is lost in prajection.” 

In 224 drive-ins also inspected, screen brightness, 

or presumably, the lack of it, was the major problem. 

A new screen material is being tested by the council 

to correct that.

THE BEST of our Christmas presents was a Japanése 


hibachi. 


This is the full circle of the barbecue madness, dear 


friends. Now if you can't barbecue outside because it is rain- 
ing, you can barbecue in the house. 


A hibachi is a sort of cast- 
iron bucket. In Japan, they 
bring these things into your 
room in the dead of winter.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (UPI). 
TOO MANY STUDENTS choose a college too rich for 


the family budget, says an executive of a firm which 
underwrites educations. 
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“Many average or below-average students fail to obtain 
& higher education, and others get to college but cannot 
continue because of lack of money,” said Robert J. Keir, 
executive vice president of the Tuition Plan, Inc., which 


enables students to learn now, pay later. 


The firm pays tuition and other fees listed in the 
&chool catalogue. Parents mak2 monthly payments to the 
Plan and may arrange school-expense contracts for one to 
four years. More than 90,000 students in private schools 
and colleges in 40 states and Washington, D.C., have used 
the plan in the past five years, Keir said in an interview. 

He commented on a report from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare that some 200,000 of the 
nation’s best high-school students did not go to college 
for financial reasons.

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Dual Purpose 
Cow, Peagy, 
On Hall Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


OUR PEGGY isn’t exactly a 
dairy cow. Her mother was a 
Guernsey-Jersey cross and her 
daddy was our old Hereford 
herd bull Rufus. She has the 
conformation of a dairy cow, a 
bit on the beefy side, and is 
Jersey colored with a faint un- 
dertone of black. An outstand- 
ing characteristic is a pair of 
sharp-pointed, up-thrust horns 
that reach for the sky like 
those you can see on statues 
of the sacred bulls of the Isle 
of Minos. We once purchased 
a pair of shiny brass knobs to 
decorate these horns, of the 
kind used on oxen in Vermont, 
but somehow they never got 
themselves attached. 


In spite of her peculiarities, 
Peggy has advantages as an 
Ozark dairy cow. She is a fine 
forager during the pasture sea- 
son and presents us each win- 
ter with a calf which, having 
been sired by a Hereford fa- 
ther, generally shows all the 
earmarks of this breed. These 
calves are strictly beef cattle in 
build. They are invariably a 
deep red in color and with the 
white face characteristic of the 
Hereford. And because their 
mother gives about twice as 
much milk as the average beef 
cow, the calves grow to tre- 
mendous size by the end of au- 
tumn and thus furnish our 
year's supply of prime beef 

Peggy is, however, more than 
Just a good calf raiser. She is 
a real dual-purpose cow. While 
she raises a fine calf and can 
adjust her milk flow so it can 
take all of the milk, she can 
also provide our household 
with the couple of quarts we 
need for daily use. It is merely 
a matter of feeding her more 
grain of a slightly higher pro- 
tein content and. taking the 
trouble to do the milking. Yet 
this is an ideal arrangement. 
It means we only need milk 
once a day and that there 
isn’t enough milk to put us in 
the dairy business, with crocks 
to scald and cream to save and 
butter to churn and milk left 
over that we wish we could 
give back to the cow. More- 
over, if we have to be away for 
a day, the calf can do the milk- 
ing for s.

SAUDI ARABIA 
SAVED FROM 
ECONOMIC CHAD 


By WILTON WYNN 

CAIRO, Jan. 10 (AP)—Last | 
March an angry band of 40 
Arab princes surrounded their 
eldest brother and handed him 
an ultimatum. Saudi Arabia 
was in economic chaos and the 
family dynasty faced collapse. 
King Saud yielded to his broth- 
ers’ demands and handed over 
full powers to the. second 
brother, Prince Feisal. 

Now Feisal is able to report 
that he has brought order out 
of chaos for Saudi Arabia's 
economy. The oil-rich country 
that was on the brink of finan- 
cial disaster in March is back 
on its feet, the inflationary 
spiral checked and government 
spending under control — at | 
least for the time being. 

Feisal has been aided in 
this job by two able interna- 
tional experts, Pakistan’s An- 
war Aly and Egypt's Ahmed 
Zaki Saad, member of the 
board of directors of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund. | 
Feisal has forced his family | 
and public to accept the recom- 
mendations of these experts. 

Currency Value Rises. 

When Feisal went into ac- 
tion in March, the Saudi rial 
was fluctuating between 6 and 
7 to the dollar and was losing 
value fast. Today, the rial has 
risen to 5.35 to the dollar, and 
Feisal is trying to bring the 
free rate into line with the of- 
ficial rate of 3.75. 

An effective import control 
program uses both the free 
rate and official rate in grant- 
ing foreign exchange permits. 
For a limited number of essen- 


tial items (medicines, food- 
stuffs, agricultural machinery), 
the government monetary 


agency provides foreign ex- 
change at the official rate. 
Anything else ig at the free 
rate. 

Feisal has almost put a stop 
to a vast building program 
which had plunged the gov- 
ernment deeply into debt. 
Since March, Feisal has liqui- 
dated a $15,000,000 govern- 
ment overdraft with banks and 
is in process of liquidating in- 
debtedness to banks of nearly 
$30,000,000. 

Feisal found that the same 
work frequently was being 
done by several different Saudi 
officials. He has pruned away 
most of the redundant person- 
nel and thus introduced major 
savings. He has introduced a 
stable government budget. 

Family a Problem. 

In spite of this success, 
Feisal’s ultimate victory in his 
economic program is in doubt. 
Ever since this country struck 
it rich in oil, the royal family 
has been the big problem in 
keeping finances straight. So 
far, it has been impossible to 


put the princes and other rela- | - 


tives on a workable budget. It 
has been even harder to force 
the princes to submit to the 
financial laws and regulations 
of the country. 

A favorite trick of the 
princes is to accumulate debts 
to a merchant and then pay 
them off by granting the mer- 
chant a padded government 
contract.

The population of North 
America, the temperate zones

of the century. This compares 
with 863,000,000 in 1950.

Dr. John D. Vavra, hema- 
tologist and research fellow at 
the School of Medicine, is 
making an intensive effort to 
find the nt at which the 
blood-making cycle in such 
patients breaks down. His re- 
search assistant is Miss Vic- 
toria Kirchoff of Granite City. 

They have advanced work 
that was initiated at Washing- 
ton University in July 1957 by 
Dr. Moses Grinstein, now in 
Buenos Aires, and Dr. Robin 
Bannerman, now at Johns 
Hopkins.

In any event, Dr. Vavra 
hopes that at some stage of the 
experiment the addition of the 
next intermediate substanee 
may bring about normal results 
in defective blood, thus point- 
ing a finger at the weak link 
in the chain. 
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Such a finding might indi- | 
cate a better method for treat- | 
ing victims of the anemia than | 
is now available, although Dr. 
Vavra was reluctant to specu- | 
late on this. The method would | 
consist of giving patients the | 
missing blood substance by 
medical dosage. 

Dr. Vavra said he expected | 
that the experiment could be | 
finished in‘ another year. One| 
of the difficulties is that the | 
intermediate chemicals are | 
very hard to obtain. The third 
that was checked cost $50 for | 
a teaspoonful, and the fourth, | 
called porphobilinogen, cannot 
be purchased commercially. 

At present, Dr. Vavra and 
Miss Kirchoff are making por- 
Phobilinogen with the assist- 
ance of laboratory rabbits, 
which produce it when they 
have a disease called por- 
phyria.

The U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce counted 49,- 
500 Americans traveling there 
last year, mainly in Japan, 
Hong Kong, the Philippines, 
Australia and New Zealand. 

By 1960, the traffic is ex- 
pected to be up by 50 per 
cent and by 1961, it is esti- 
mated there will be 82,000 
Americans moving round the 
Pacific. And by then, there 
will be. 20,000 berths in ships 
plying the Pacific, 10,000 air 
seats weekly and 5000 new ho- 
tel rooms to take care of the 
influx of visitors.

New Rapp 
Market 


To Open 


A huge food market, 30,000 
square feet, built for the Bet» 
tendorf-Rapp division of ACF- 
Wrigley Stores, Inc., at a cost 
of $1,100,000 is scheduled to be 
opened for business next Tues- 
day morning It is at the 
northeast corner of Clayton 
road and Lindbergh boulevard, 
just off the Daniel Boone 
Highway. 

The $1,100,000 store was de- 
signed by the architectural firm 
of Russell Mullgardt Schwarz 
Van Hoefen. General contrac- 
tor was Manhattan Construe- 
tion Co. of Oklahoma Clty. 
lliumination of the interior was 
engineered by Ferris and 
Hamig, ine Structural engi- 
neer was Otto E. Heinecke Co. 

The ground was acquired 
through negotiations conducted 
by the food chain's attorney, 
Clarence M. Barksdale. 

Fred P. Rapp, president of 
the division, said the store 
would handle the same basic 
lines of merchandise as the 
other 24 local wnits in the 
chain. In addition such spe- 
clalties will be handled as 
frozen hors d'oeuvres, sliced 
mangoes, octopus on skewer, 
fried ants, boiled quail eggs, 
fried bumblebees, and grass- 
hoppers. 

“Varied as the stock and spe- 
cial departments are, the store 
will come to be recognized 
chiefly for the extraordinary 
architecture,” said Fred P. 
Rapp Jr., director of services 
for the St. Louis division. 

Architect Hari Van Hoefen 
designed the store to be com- 
patible with the residential 
character of the neighborhood, 
with the mass of structure be- 
ing made distinctive by use of 
a gable roof. The north end 
of the gable is glass. The 
south end is shaded by plastic 
louvers that admit only re- 
flected light. The fascia is in 
white porcelain, to emphasize 
the roof planes. 

“The great mass of the build- 
ing had to be toned down with 
such a roof to keep the cube 
from resembling an ordinary 
commercial building,” Van 
Hoefen said. 

By sloping the ceiling along 
the plane of the roof, the 
architects created a design for 
use of a dramatic lighting sys- 
tem. Two lighting pans, about 
four feet wide, run from front 
to rear along either side of the 

. bouncing the light of 
dozens of industrial powered 
fluorescent tubes off the 
acoustical plastered ceiling to 
yield shadowless illumination. 

The fluorescent tubes, laid 
end to end, would reach over 
a third of a mile. 

Hundreds of incandescent 
fixtures suppiement this light 
along the walls and over the 
meat counter and bakery. Au-

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WINTER SUNSET—City and County

OR THE FEW WEEKS of

Surplus Food Distribution in St. Louis 


Government Donates 800,000 Pounds 


a Month to 53,755 Persons 


At the distribution center people 
line up to receive food according 
to the number of units to which 
they are entitled. All they need 
do is show the certification card 
provided by the city or state and 
pick up their food. For efficiency 
and speed of operation, the cen- 
ter distributes only to those in the 
same unit group on a given day. 
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Cornmeal is stacked in long rows for storage in the rear of the 

distribution center. Usually a two- to three-month supply of 

commodities is in inventory, or 1,700,000 to 2,600,000 pounds. 
The building has 46,000 square feet of space.

EARLY 800,000 POUNDS 
N of surplus food are being 

given each month to St. 
Louisans. This is the out- 
growth of a program that be- 
gan last spring, due to the 
recession, as an aid to the un- 
employed. The 53,755 individ- 
uals now on the roles include 
not only the unemployed but 
also those on the state welfare 
list and others certified as 
needy by the city. Generally 
speaking, those eligible must 
not earn more than $90 a 
month in the case of a single 
person. Eligibility list ranges 
on up to the family head who 
earns not over $300 a month 
for a family of 10. 

The distribution center is a 
building at the small arms 
plant, 4700 Goodfellow boule- 
vard: On hand now are nearly 
2,000,000 pounds of commodi- 
ties, all donated by the gov- 
ernment. Distribution goes on 
17 days a month. The other 
days are used for packaging 
the stores into units according 
to family size. For a single 


person the ration month is 
two and one-half pounds of 
cheese, five pounds of corn 
meal, four and one-half pounds 
of dry milk, 10 pounds of white 
flour, two, pounds of rice and 
two po of butter. The 
amount per person reduces 
with the size of the family. 
This is considered a supple- 
mentary diet. These items are 
pre-assembled in bags or boxes 
so they can be distributed 
without delay for packaging at 
the counter. 

Although the food is pro- 
vided free by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the city must pay for 
the local operation of the serv- 
ice. This amounts to about 
$10,000 a month for salaries, 
storage and transportation, or 
an average distribution cost of 
18 cents per person. Most 
states and many cities are par- 
ticipating in the program. 

During the 1958 fiscal year, 
the government gave away 
2,845,000,000 pounds of food, 
worth $460,100,000, in this coun- 
try and abroad.

To Western military planners, and perhaps budget 
planners, the Russian feat had other implications: It dem 
onstrated the Soviets have developed a_ sophisticated 
guidance system that will take a rocket accurately to a 
target on earth as well as into space. And it re-eemphasized 
that they have more powerful rocket engines than the 
United States. Estimates have indicated the Russian rocket 
weighed 250 to 400 tons at take-off and had a thrust of 500 
O00 to 2,000,000 pounds. (The largest American rocket, the 
Atlas, weighs 100 tons, has 360,000 pounds of thrust.)

ITH DRAMATIC SUDDENNESS, the brass-knuckled dictatorship: of 
Cuba's Fulgencio Batista crumbled before a band of bearded rebels. 
The rebels were always outnumbered and out-equipped, but they had 
one priceless weapon—the hatred for Batista, which ran the length of the is- 
land nation. To this Fidel Castro, 32-year-old leader of the revolt, added in- 
genuity and promises of political freedom and economic reforms. 
Cubans have had extensive experience with dictatorships, and even 
more with graft by those in power. But corruption and brutality under Batista 
were on such a scale as to alienate virtually every segment of the population. 
Even the army had little stomach for fighting to uphold Batista’s regime. And 
when the army suffered heavy casualties in a battle with the insurgents for 
Santa Clara, key transportation control point in central Cuba, the 57 - year - old 
dictator was confronted with the danger of having his own soldiers turn 
against him rather than continue the fight. In the face of this, Batista gave 
up and fled to the Dominican Republic. 
In Havana, where the revolt seemed to have little support while the 
dictator's musclemen were in control, victory celebrations formed quickly, 
once die-hard Batista bands were rooted out. The elation exploded into 
violence in the first few hours, as rioters stormed gambling casinos in the 
big hotels and other hated symbols of Batista’s rule. 
Castro proclaimed Manuel Urrutia provisional president and set about 
restoring constitutional freedoms, as promised. But despite the magnitude 
of the rebel victory and the elation it brought, there was general agreement 
that the biggest jobs were ahead. The tasks include reconstructing Cuba's 
revolt-damaged economy, and—on ground weakened by Batista’s ugly 
legacy and possibly still harboring political quicksand — building a stable, 
clean, democratic government.

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RITISH COLUMBIA’S greatest migration of sockeye 
salmon in almost 50 years resulted in a record $15,- 
000,000 catch by fishermen in the waters between Van- 

couver Island and the mainland of the United States and 
Canada. An estimated 13,000,000 sockeye, sometimes 
called bluebacks, were taken during the few weeks of the 
run, which occurs every four years. About 2,000,000 more 
evaded the giant fishing nets to fight their way up the 
Fraser river to spawn. 

At the height of the salmon run, when great schools 
of sockeye entered the Strait of Juan de Fuca from the 
sea, thousands of fishermen worked 24 hours a day haul- 
ing in the silvery fish. A fleet of 3600 boats engaged in the 
harvest, and in the biggest day, some 1,000,000 salmon 
were netted. Indicative of the magnitude of the piscatorial 
bonanza is the fact that one cast of an 1800-foot net may 
bring in $35,000 worth of fish.

MONTH AGO three British men and a woman set out from the 
A Canary Islands on a 3000-mile trans-Atlantic balloon flight to 

the West Indies. They kept in radio contact with the world for 
three days, but after that nothing was heard from or about them — ex- 
cept for a false report that they had landed in the jungles of Venezuela. 
The mystery of the balloonists deepened until last Monday when the 
crew of a fishing vessel sighted a floating object four miles off the is- 
land of Barbados in the British West Indies. It turned out to be the gon- 
dola of the missing balloon, and in it were the four balloonists, hungry 
and exhausted, but otherwise in good health. 

They revealed that during the third night of their aerial voyage, 
1200 miles out of the Canaries, a tropical storm forced them to lighten 
their load by tossing overboard their radio and other equipment. Then 
came an even greater danger, an atmospheric updraft that threatened 
to sweep them up to 20,000 feet. They cut loose from their balloon and 
crash-landed in the sea in their lifeboat gondola. Aided by trade 
winds, they drifted 21 days and about 2000 miles to their original destin- 
ation, Barbados.

HE FAMILY — backbone of China in 
oe past —— is being smashed in 
the furious Communist drive toward in- 
dustrialization.

From the beginning, the Chinese Com- 
munists, like their Russian teachers, mo- 
bilized youth, using a system of mass 
organizations and dedicated cadres. The 
Communist Youth League, whose mem- 
bers range from 14 to 25, is a training 
ground for future Party leaders. Nourish- 
ing the Youth League are the Pioneers, 
an indoctrination movement for 9- to 15- 
year-olds. No one is too young for political 
tasks. A child is lauded for denouncing

his parents as reactionaries or counter- 
revolutionaries. 

Last year, Red boss Mao Tse-tung 
dropped the age limit for brainwashing. 
By fall of 1958 — the year of “the great 
leap forward” — the vast nation was be- 
ing converted into “People’s Communes.” 
In this terrifying experiment in “pure 


Communism,” ’ homes have been swept 
away, replaced by communal living. Chil 
dren are weaned from their parents, in 
stalled in communal nurseries and boar 
ing schools. Seven-year-olds are counted 
in the labor force. Their duties include 
study, scrap collecting and the desecration 
of the graves once held sacred.

HONOLULU, T.H. 
Film actress Dorothy Lamour turned up here last 
month. Newspapermen asked routinely about sarongs 
and Hollywood, but what they really wanted to know 
was more important: how did she feel about Hawaiian 
statehood? 

Miss Lamour, not one to disappoint an audience 
announced she would send statehood plugs to every 
congressman and to 700 personal friends. She will 
also, she said, make tape-recorded interviews on state- 
hood for NBC-Radio. 

Hawaiians could not have been more gratified. From 
Waikiki'te Mauna Lea, the territory is off on one of 
the great courtships of history. Plans for mustering 
support for statehood from other visitors include a 
sampling of visitor opinion and a “straw vote” set up 
at Waikiki hotels. 

The question of statehood is on every tongue, in 
every newspaper. Last year, the half-million Ameri- 
cans here watched, astonished and perplexed, as 
Alaska became the 49th state. Their emotions were 
those of the bridesmaid: happiness at a friend’s good 
fortune, frustration at their own smashed hope3, 
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determination never again to let love pass them by. 

Hawaii wants statehood now. And this month, with 
Congress back in session, the campaign to win friends 
and influence votes begins in earnest. Here are high- 
lights of that campaign: 

A battery of “guest speakers” will fan out to Main- 
land luncheon clubs, Chambers of Commerce, fra- 
ternal groups. 

The Heonolula Junior Chamber of Commerce is try- 
ing for the support of 3,600 Mainland Jaycee chapters. 

Many pieces of mail leaving the Islands will be 
postmarked with a plug for statehood. 

A new film on Hawaii and its history is being pre- 
pared for civic groups and women’s clubs. 

Students are planning “pen pal” campaigns to line 
up young people's support on the Mainland. — 

A hometown newspaper service will furnish free 
photos of visitors — with their views on statehood. 

Wide circulation will be given endorsements of 
statehood by President Eisenhower, former President 
Truman, Vice President Nixon, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, the State Department, the Defense Depart- 
ment, the AFL-CIO — and Dorothy Lamour. 

The aim of the campaign is to whip up Mainland 
support and thus bring indirect pressure on Congress. 


(A recent Gallup Poll showed Mainlanders 8 to | for 
statehood.) But the real showdown, as Lorrin P. 
Thurston, chairman of the Hawaiian Statehood Com 
mission, points out, will come on Capitol Hill. 

“Our problem,” says Thurston, “is to get Hawaiian 
statehood before both houses of Congress in the same 
session. This has never happened in the past. We fee! 
that if a Hawaiian statehood bill is presented on the 
floors of both houses, the vote will favor us.” 

In 1947, in 1950 and in 1954, statehood passed 
the House, but died in Senate committee. Thus, per- 
haps the most important bit of persuasion on the Ha- 
waiian program is to coax Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson to allow the bill to reach the Senate 
floor. zs 

Some Hawaiians fear all the drum-beating may an- 
tagonize, instead of winning over, Congressional sup- 
port. (Last summer, Alaska’s admission touched off a 
three-weeks’ high-pressure campaign for a vote on 
Hawaii; one influential Senator reportedly complained, 
“This pressure has got to ease up.”) But others say 
this is Hawaii's make-or-break year. 

Hawaii, then an independent monarchy, made its 
first try for statehood back in 1854; became a territory 
in 1900 with the promise of eventual statehood; and

for 20-odd years has made statehood the big issue. 
“You can’t keep people at fever heat forever,” says one 
observer here. 

And Hawaii is at fever heat. The photos on page 11 
cover a random poll conducted by parnApE. Of more 
than 200 persons interviewed, three-fourths favored 
statehood; 20 were opposed, and the rest had no 
opinion. 

Says Thurston: “Who is for statehood? Over 80 
per cent of our sugar and pineapple executives, all our 
public utilities, all our transportation companies, the 
majority of bankers and small businessmen, all our 
newspapers, radio and television stations, both na- 
tional political parties and the great bulk of the Ha 
waiian people.” 

Why do Hawaiians want statehood? The benefits, 
Hawaiians say, would run in both directions. And 
there’s the matter of simple justice: the box above 
shows how Hawaii's eight islands compare with actual 
states. Additionally, you hear these six reasons agajn 
and again: 

Second-class citizenship: Administered from 
Washington, Hawaii is at the mercy of Washington, 
cannot completely control its own affairs. 

Taxation without representation: Hawaiians

now pay Federal income tax but have no vote in House 
or Senate on how tax money is spent; they cannot vote 
for President, Vice-President or even their own gov- 
ernor and judges. 

The cold war: Statehood for Hawaii would have a 
tremendous propaganda value, particularly among the 
former colonial nations of Asia, proving that the U.S. 
does not “hold Hawaii as a colonial possession.” 

Foreign affairs: The Pacific is becoming increas- 
ingly important in global politics, and Hawaii is Uncle 
Sam's most important Pacific outpost. 

War record: Hawaiian units have run up an en- 
viable record of bravery in World War II and in Korea. 
World War II's most-decorated outfit, the Japanese- 
American 442nd Regimental Combat Team, was re- 
cruited in Hawaii from volunteers. 

Island development: Statehood should attract 
new industry to the Islands, lead to development of 
resources such as bauxite. 

In 24 separate investigations by congressional com- 
mittees, these arguments have been duly weighed. 
(One recent committee report called statehood “of 
highest importance” to the U.S.) But Hawaii has lost 
out on other grounds. 

Alaska’s admission shattered two objections to Ha- 


waii that it was “too far away” and that its admis- 
sion would upset the political alignment in Congress. 
More damaging to Hawaii's case, however, is the 
claim that the Islands are menaced by Communism. 

Sea-locked Hawaii depends on shipping, and the 
labor on docks ——- and the plantations, too is con- 
trolled by the International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union. This powerful union re- 
peatedly has been accused of a Red taint. Its local 
leader, Jack Hall, was convicted, then freed, under 
the Smith Act; its international leader, Harry Bridges, 
has been a Government target for years. 

Hawaiian officials, from the Republican Governor 
down, claim the Red threat has been overblown. (“At 
most,” said one official, “there are 35 Communists in 
Hawaii — shorn of all influence.” ) 

Less discussed, but another important objection, is 
Hawaii's melting pot. By one count the Islands have 
184,732 residents of Japanese descent; 90,079 of 
Polynesian - Hawaiian or part-Hawaiian; 81,911 of 
various Caucasian; 61,040 of Filipino ancestry; 
30,566 of Chinese; 10,351 of Puerto Rican and 
7,624 Korean. 

Recently, an editorial in the Charleston, $.C., News 
and Courier asked: “These Islanders may be very

friendly and polite people. But how many of them 
know or care about the political faith of Jefferson, re- 
spect states’ rights or appreciate the struggle for lib- 
erty? We suspect there are very few to understand 
and believe in the kind of government our forefathers 
created.” Another newspaper was more blunt: “Do we 
Americans want to put a couple of Japs in the Senate?” 
This argument raises hackles all over the Islands. 
Says Governor William F. Quinn: “They’re all good 
Americans and have proved it in peace and war.” 
There still is, however, a small undercurrent of 
opposition to statehood. Some native Hawaiians feel 
statehood will mean “the Japanese will take over.” 
Another group, led by former Governor, now Hawaii 
Supreme Court Justice, Ingram Stainback, favors a 
Commonwealth system, such as Puerto Rico has. Un- 
der Commonwealth, Justice Stainback says, Federal 
income tax would be eliminated and thus industry 


might be attracted. 


A small fringe group also wants to keep Hawaii as | 


it is — an incorporated territory. Rumors claim this 
group is backed by big business — “then they can run 


the Islands as a closed corporation.” The statehood 
commission, which includes big business members, 
denies that the status quo has more than a small frac- 
tion of business support. And finally, a few descend- 
ants of the original Hawaiians like: the status quo 
because they fear losing “home-steading” privileges. 

But these are views of only a small minority. As 
pARADE’s poll shows — and as virtually every other 
poll shows, too — the vast majority of Hawaiians want 
statehood. They want it badly — and want it now. 

Riley Allen, editor of the Honolulu Star-Bulletin, 
summed up the “No. 50 in '59” this way recently: “If 
Hawaii is not ready for statehood now, after many 
years of territorial, city and county government on 
American lines, after writing an outstanding war rec- 
ord in the blood of its young men, after proving its 
willingness and ability to combat Communism, after 
demonstrating its industry potentials — if it is not 
ready for statehood now, it never will be.” 

You'll be hearing a lot about statehood for Hawaii 
in the next few months. A half-million Americans here 
are working constantly to see that you do. .

Hennon’s formula is no secret. A pleasant, 
pudgy man of 50 who also is the high school 
principal, he puts it this way. “We [he usually 
refers to himself in the plural] can’t make a boy 
taller. But we can teach him to run faster, leap 
higher. By running in galoshes and jumping 
with 50 Ibs. on his back, a boy will just natu- 
rally improve his speed and jumping.

Flank Mignonettes, deliciously different, are thick slices 
of rolled flank steak, wrapped in bacon and broiled. 


Flank steak is a fine, flavorsome cut of beef, too often 
neglected. Renew acquaintances with this thrifty, ver- 
satile meat in any of these festive dishes. 


Basic Directions 


1 Sprinkle all surfaces of meat evenly with seasoned 
meat tenderizer; do not add salt. 

2 Pierce deeply at 1” intervals with sharp fork. 

3 Let stand at room temperature 1 hour, or cover 
loosely and refrigerate overnight. 

4 Follow cooking time exactly, because the tenderizer 
cuts cooking time ——- and shrinkage — by about %4. 
5 Carve at an angle, going against the grain. 


Flank Mignonettes 


1 Tenderize as directed in the instructions above. 

2 Roll up like jelly roll. Tie or skewer. Cut crosswise 
in 2” slices. Wrap each slice with bacon strips. 

3 Broil about 4” from source of heat, allowing 10 to 
12 minutes per side. 


Menu suggestion: Set the French mood with onion 
soup. With the Mignonettes, serve glazed yams, green 
peas and a hot bread such as cornsticks. Add a water- 
cress salad. For dessert, have chocolate chiffon pie. 


Fiank Tenderette 


1 Tenderize roast as directed above. 

2 Spread flank steak with about 2 cups of savory stuff- 
ing made with cooked country sausage, mashed potato 
and poultry seasoning. Roll up like jelly roll. Tie or 
skewer securely. 

3 Oven roast on V-shaped rack in shallow pan; or 
broil on a portable spit or oven rotisserie. Do not add 
water or cover during roasting. Allow 40 to 50 minutes 
at 425°. The Tenderette should have a rich brown coat 
and a pink heart. Baste with a little salad oil during 
cooking. 


Menu suggestion: Start with consomme garnished with 
shredded sharp cheddar. Serve the roast with horse- 
radish, a casserole of spoon bread, green beans and a 
tossed salad. Have lemon or raspberry tarts for dessert.

She won’t work in Hollywood

PARIS, FRANCE. 
Brigitte Bardot, pouty, busty (€35%) 
French motion picture star, has never set 
foot on North American soil. Yet in a 
two-year span she has become the most 
publicized and popular box-office attrac- 
tion of this entire continent. 

As a French import she is better known 
in the U.S. than such Gallic standbys as 
Citroén, Chanel No. 5 and Renault. 

\ New York newspaper clipping service 
reports that “no actress, American or for- 
eign, has received as much press coverage 


in the past 18 months as Brigitte Bardot.” 


The French “sex kitten” has been written 
up —— sometimes fictionally 
every publication you can think of, to the 


in nearly 


point where her name is now an accepted 
prop in the repertoires of comedians, gag 
writers and politicians. 

At a recent testimonial dinner, for ex- 
ample, Bob Hope quipped, “They're dress- 
ing up Brigitte. In her next picture she'll 
wear a comb in her hair.” Harry Kurnitz, 
a scenario writer who just finished the 
script for the scheduled Bardot-Sinatra 
film, Paris by Night, was asked if his script 
were full of double-entendre jokes. “It’s 
not necessary,” he protested, “Brigitte’s 
the kind of dame who if she played in 
Little Women would turn it into a 
satire.” Cracks. gagster Jack Douglas, 
“Brigitte is a truly great actress. Every 
time she wants to express an emotion she 
undresses and climbs into a towel.” 

As for public reaction to this fetching 
Parisian, box-office statistics classify her

drawing power as slightly sensational. To 
date, Brigitte has made 24 French films, 
but the two most seen by American movie- 
goers are And God Created Woman and 
La Parisienne. The first cost $400,000 
and has grossed $8,500,000. The second 
cost $500,000 and has earned six times 
that much in the U.S. alone. 

As a result, Hollywood wants Brigitte 
Bardot more desperately than it has ever 
wanted any foreign film star. “In today’s 
market,” says Paramount director Melville 
Shavelson, “Bardot’s the only female name 
on a marquee that is worth a buck.” 


A Million a Picture 


Kurt Frings, who represents the actress 
in Hollywood, says, “I have received the 
most incredible offers from every major 
studio in town. Some are even willing to 
give her a million dollars for one picture. 
Only last week I got an offer that would 
pay Brigitte $1,500 a week for the next 
25 years. If any contract calls for her to 
come to Hollywood, however, Brigitte 
won't listen. She doesn’t want to work in 
Hollywood.” 

Why? This is the question I recently 
put to Raoul Levy, 36, Belgian-born pro- 
ducer who swept floors for 10 months in 
the French movie studio where Brigitte 
now makes her films. Levy is one of the 
two men behind Brigitte’s meteoric zoom 
to stardom. He produces her films and is 
responsible for making her a top film star. 
She in turn has made him a million. The 
other man responsible for her success is 
her former husband, a White Russian, 
Vadim Plemianikov, now called Roger 
Vadim. 

“The reason Brigitte does not want to 
make pictures in America,” says Levy, “is 
that she’s afraid. You newspapermen have 
built her up as a sex goddess. So long as 
she remains here in Europe, the legend of 
her sex appeal will persist. Once she gets 
to Hollywood, and everyone sees her in 
front of the cameras, how she behaves, 
how fearful she is, then the glamor will 
evaporate, and she will become ordinary 
in the eyes of the public. 

“In France,” Levy continues, “she has 
everything she wants. She has her own 
villa in St. Tropez. She has her own apart- 
ment here in Paris just a few blocks away 
from her parents’ apartment. She has her 
sister and friends and relatives. 

“You know this picture she was sched- 
uled to make with Frank Sinatra, Paris by 
Night? Brigitte was most anxious to make 
it, but in Europe. Frank suggested we 
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make the picture in Hollywood. It was a 
ood deal, he and Brigitte would each get 
$200,000 and 6 per cent of the profits, 
mavbe more. 

So the picture is up in the air. Maybe 
we ll do it. Maybe we won't.”

Brigitte is the elder of two daughters 
she was born in 1934 to Anne-Marie and 
Louis Bardot in the fashionable Passy sec- 
tion of Paris—and because her father, 
an industrial engineer, has always been 
well-to-do, Brigitte has never wanted for 
anything. As a child she was sent to 
Hattemer’s, one of the best private schools 
in France. She spent vacations at the fam- 
ily villa on the French Riviera and lived 
the joyful, conventional, bourgeois life of 
a girl of her class. 

his chapter of her life came to a finish 
one afternoon in March 1949 when 
Brigitte was 15. Mme. de la Villuchet, a 
cousin, phoned Brigitte’s mother. Mme. 
de la Villuchet runs the junior-miss sec- 
tion of a French magazine. She explained 
that a young model she had lined up for 
photographic work had suddenly come 
down with scarlet fever. “I wonder,” she 
asked, “if you would let me borrow your 
Brigitte as a substitute?”

Fame alone hasn’t brought Brigitte happiness 


“A few weeks later,” Brigitte’s 
mother recalls, “I heard from the mag- 
azine Elle. They asked to use Brigitte 
as a model. I let myself be persuaded. 
And that’s how it all started. Marc Alle- 
gret, the motion picture director who 
discovered Simon Simone, saw Brig- 
itte’s photo in the magazine. He sent 
a letter asking if she would be inter- 
ested in a film test.” 

Brigitte could hardly wait. She 
talked her mother into going to Alle- 
gret’s apartment near the Champs 
Elysées. It was here that Brigitte met 
Roger Vadim, her husband-to-be, then 
Allegret’s general assistant. Mme. Bar- 
dot was advised that the frenetic world 
of show business was no world for her 
Brigitte. After an amiable chat, Alle- 
gret politely showed them to the door. 

Mme. Bardot thought the episode 
was finished. In September she went on 
vacation to Biarritz with her husband, 
left Brigitte and younger daughter 
Mijanou at home with her mother. A 
week or so later Mme. Bardot’s mother 
phoned. “There is a young man,” she 
said, “who has been coming to the 
apartment every day since you left. His 
name is Roger Vadim. He says he is 
rehearsing Brigitte for her screen test. 
They spend hours together. I don’t 
know what they are doing. I think 
you'd better return.” 

Mme. Bardot hurried home from 
Biarritz. When she arrived, she learned 
that Brigitte had fallen hopelessly in 
love with Vadim, that she obeyed him 
slavishly. When Vadim suggested that 
Brigitte give up her dancing lessons, 
Brigitte complied. Vadim said that a 
bachot—a diploma—would be of no 
help to Brigitte. Brigitte gave up school. 


When Brigitte was 16, she and Vadim 
became engaged. Two years later on 
December 20, 1952, they were wed. 

In 1954 Vadim and Raoul Levy be- 
gan to collaborate on a script, And God 
Created Woman. “Basically,” says 
Levy, “it was a bad script, but at least 
it was an honest one about life on the 
Riviera. We couldn't get anyone to fi- 
nance it. So we went to Curt Jurgens 
in Munich and told him about the 
story. Then we went to Columbia Pic- 
tures and told them, ‘We have Curt 
Jurgens, the great actor, for the pic- 
ture. He’s crazy about it.’ Columbia 
said, ‘Okay, if you have Jurgens, we'll 
finance the picture.’ They did, and 
I’ve been Brigitte’s producer ever since, 
and very happy and very rich.” 


Mountains of Money 


As for Bardot, at 24 she has not been 
too happy, largely because she’s been 
forced into an abnormal life of flattery, 
adulation and big business. But she is 
earning taller mountains of money than 
she ever dreamed of, enjoying more 
luxury than she ever thought possible. 
If she could find the right man to give 
her what she wants and still not cost 
her a career, that, she believes, would 
be the solution to her neuroses and 
problems. Right now she feels strongly 
that she’s found that man in a hand- 
some, wavy-haired guitar player named 
Sacha Distel. Brigitte has designated 
him Husband No. 2 and says, “know 
we will be very happy together because 
we really, really love each other.” 

Of this touching statement, one of 
Brigitte’s friends said to me, “That 
poor, dear, sweet child — she says the 
same thing every, every time.” &

CHICAGO, ILL. 
HEN EARL NIGHTINGALE, a de- 
Wipression child, was 12 years old, he 
set two goals for himself. The first was to 
get a job, immediately, to help his hard- 
pressed mother. The second was to -be 
financially independent and free to quit 
work, by the time he was 35. 
“Nightingale achieved his short-range 
objective the next day, and in a typical 
way. He went to an ice-cream shop in his 
home town of Long Beach, Calif., and 
said he could double the shop’s passerby 
business. Then, with a borrowed loud- 
speaker and a spiel emphasizing such 
compelling words as “cool” and “deli- 


cious,” he proved it — and got the job. 
Using the same direct approach, he set 
out for his long-range goal. Often he 
worked 18 hours a day, spent his spare 
hours reading and trying to dig up new 
ideas. As he landed into his 30s, he began 
to realize 35 was a little young to quit 
work. (“To a boy of 12,” he says, “35 
seems awfully old.” ) Nonetheless, when 
the day came in 1956, he “retired.”

“The key to financial independence is 
thinking — thinking about what is needed 
and finding a way to provide it.” 

As an example, he points to a mechanic 
friend who had heard car owners beefing 
about costly repair bills. The mechanic 
set up a system of breakdown insurance, 
under which he provided constant mainte- 
nance for a low fee. He did just fine. 

Nightingale talked about his idea so 
much that he put it on a record, called 
The Strangest Secret. At $4.95, it is sell- 
ing at the rate of 2,000 a week, mostly to 
large companies which distribute them to 
salesmen. He also is expanding the theme 
into a book, Financial Independence in 
Five Years. 


Even Calories Count 


And while he has stopped going to the 
office regularly, he has not stopped think- 
ing. Recently, thinking about the number 
of people who are overweight, he made 
another record, The Secret of Perfect 
Weight. Designed to be used with a doctor- 
directed diet, it aims to, encourage dieters 
to keep counting calories. 

Nightingale also keeps an “idea file.” 
Statistics or developments which interest 
him are clipped and tucked away, to be 
brought out and thought about later. For 
some time, he had been clipping items 
about retirement problems and also about 
the cost of living in Mexico. Recently, 
these jelled into a plan for a retirement 
colony in Guadalajara. 


fast with children a rule, likes to help his 
son with coin-collecting, Boy Scout work. 


Nightingale’s “secret” did not spring on 
him overnight. After high school, he en- 
listed in the Marines, went through the 
Pearl Harbor attack (he was blown off the 
battleship Arizona, plucked from the 
water), served until the war's end and be- 
came a radio announcer. During all this 
time, he read voraciously, mostly the 
books of the great philosophers. Not until 
his late 20s, did he discover “what they 
were trying to tell me — that man’s secret 
is his ability to think.” 

Already, he is introducing his son to 
the philosophers. A nightly ritual around 
the Flossmoor home is “reading time,” 
when the family reads aloud to each other. 
One of the joys of being financially inde- 
pendent, Nightingale says, is the time it 
allows him with his family. He feels he 
owes it to them after his early years of 
long, busy hours. 

In recent months, his wife has been 
plagued by illness, and he has attempted 
to spend as much time as possible with 
her. A few weeks ago, he had an important 
appointment to discuss one of his ideas. 


But his wife wanted him to pass judgment 


on a gift for a relative. Nightingale cheer- 
fully canceled the appointment and went 
shopping. 

“Not many men in this country can do 
that,” he says. “But that’s the kind of life 
I've been looking for ever since my mother 
was so poor. | don’t want to be wealthy.

Even if rates go up, they'll still be lowest in the U.S. 


Only about 8,400 persons lived in St. Louis in 1835 when the City paid $18,000 to take 
over a private water system that was going broke. In the century and a quarter since, 
about $235 million worth of water has been pumped through the intake stations, 
settling basins, filter plants, distribution — and other facilities that makes up a 
water system valued today at about $60 million. 


For years St. Louis has been known as a City that fortunately had plenty of water at 
bargain prices. Its Water Division kept up with the rapid post-war growth in water use 
—air conditioning, dishwashers, garbage grinders. These and other 


new water uses have boosted consumption per capita 50 per cent above the pre-war 
average of about 140 gallons a day. 


City water held off inflation better than any other commodity except air. The last time 
St. Louis water rates went up was in 1918. For years thereafter, the City even 
managed to pay for expansion out of its income from the sale of water (the Water Division 
runs without benefit dim money ). But two years ago the rising cost of living finally 
caught up. Expenses rose. This fiscal year the City—at its present rates —is selling 

water at a loss of more than $600,000 for the year. 


The Water Division has asked for a 1959 rate increase—41 years after the last one— 
that would average about 40 per cent. With those rates, the Division could pay operating 
expenses and have enough left to finance a $17% million bond issue loan to 


complete a big improvement program. It could afford to replace some miles of danger- 
ously old — up to 100 years — water mains. 


Even if rates go up, St. Louis water will still cost less than water in any other City that 
draws on a river. How much less? organi. pm which advertises its “cheap water”, charges 
more than twice as much as St. Louis would under the proposed new rates.

The everyday problem of moving traffic... 


On 1,525 miles of city streets & alleys; 
over 76 bridges & viaducts 


The movement of people is one of the big and continuing 

responsibilities of City government — whether they drive in cars, ride 

in busses or walk on sidewalks. The City has charge of the streets 

they meve on and of seeing that they move as easily and rapidly as possible. 


This involves everything from painting lane lines and cross lines 
on streets (the City uses 24,000 gallons of white and yellow street marking 
lacquer a year) to making traffic counts and hauling away trees 

that fall in the streets. City employees spread rock salt and cinders on 

icy streets. They remove snow, spray weeds along the curbs, put 

up traffic signs, run an asphalt plant. Finally —biggest job of all—they 
handle the day-after-day repairing of streets and bridges as they 

are damaged by freezing weather and heavy traffic (about 285,000 
vehicles move about the City every day). 


When you think of streets you think almost automatically of traffic 
congestion. Yet even rush-hour traffic moves along fairly well in the City 
itself —as a result of one-way streets, no-parking during rush hours cars, trucks and busses a year. A new vehicle deck of 
and synchronized electric traffic signals.

THE CITY'S OWN EXPRESSWAY 


Expressways are built with state and federal funds. Only when 

it comes to buying the land an expressway will pass over does 
the City have to pay part of the cost. However, the City is now 
spending $4,155,000 from the 1955 bond issue to build a 
thoroughfare that will look much like a limited access expressway. 
No outside funds can be used because the route will not tie 
into any interstate highway. 


This City ‘‘expressway” is a two-way extension of Forest Park 
boulevard, a wide street whose usefulness has been limited 
because it ran only between Grand and Kingshighway. When 
completed, the new route will extend from the City Limits at 
the northeast corner of the Washington University campus 

all the way east to Market street near downtown. It will serve 


to remove much of today's heavy traffic from the streets in 
west-central St. Louis. 


Parts of this project have already been completed. Forest Park 
boulevard has been widened and cut through from Grand to 
Market near Compton. Later, an underpass will separate 
Grand and Forest Park boulevard. Construction will start this 
year on a 6-lane extension of Forest Park boulevard from 
Kingshighway to the west City Limits — alongside the Wabash 
railroad tracks to Lindell and Union, then over the abandoned

CLEANING THE EXPRESS HIGHWAY 

How big a job is the outdoor housework required to clean the 
3% miles of Express Highway? Big enough to keep 110 men busy 
two full days removing about 75 truckloads of dirt and trash. 


CITY SERVICES FOR PEOPLE IN TROUBLE 

Free legal counseling for first offenders charged with felonies 
(crimes for which they may be sentenced to the Penitentiary) who 
have no money to pay an attorney—the Public Defender Bureau 
represents about 700 men and women a year. 


Free legal advice and help for indigent residents on economic, 
family and property problems (but not on divorce or tax matters}— 
the Legal Aid Bureau handles about 6,500 such cases a year. 


Care for neglected, defective and abandoned children — child 
welfare and social workers of the Division of Children's Services 
(until recently called the Board of Children’s Guardians) 
supervise the care of about 1,100 such children, most of whom 
are living in foster homes. With 1955 bond issue money, 
construction will start this year or next on a Children's Center. 


Rehabilitation of delinquent children — Division of Children's 
Services also operates Missouri Hills (boys 10 to 16) and 
Meramec Hills (girls 12 to 16) for about 230 children sent there 
by the Juvenile Court for schooling, vocational training, and 
return to their homes. 


Persons accused of violating federal, state and local laws — 
are held in the City Jail while awaiting trial. The Jail is just west 
of City Hall, receives about 4,000 prisoners a year. 


Persons who have to “work ovt’’ Court fines as well as some 
serving time for violations of City and minor state laws — are sent 
to the City Workhouse on South Broadway, which houses 

about 450 prisoners at a time. The 1955 bond issue provided 
$3,000,000 ta build a new Workhouse and the City 

is now negotiating for a site. 


Persons accused of violating City ordinances appear before 

one of two City Courts. Last year 143,223 cases appeared on 
the dockets of these Courts. A total of 2,838 persons were sent 
to the City Workhouse and the Courts collected $894,288 in 
fines. The most common offenses were speeding, disobeying 
electric signals and peace disturbances. 
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A $1,850,000 incinerator plant in North St. Louis, 
built with 1955 bond issue funds, replaced 
a City dump that was a neighborhood nuisance. 


The city uses about 720 employees to 
clean streets, get rid of trash & garbage 


The most visible of all City services are the everyday chores 
required to keep the City clean — to sweep and flush its streets, to collect 


and dispose of household trash and garbage. 
With 870,000 residents, St. Louis can, and does, produce a staggerin 


volume of refuse—a polite term for all the things that somebody must dispose 


of, and that somebody is the City government. City trucks pick up 
about 190,000 tons of trash and rubbish and 60,000 tons of garbage a year. 
They also collect some 40,000 dead animals including, even today, 

an occasional horse or cow. It costs. about $2 per year per resident 

to handle all of this. 


While the trash and garbage trucks are moving through the back alleys, 
City motor sweepers and motor flushers, aided by hand sweeping 

crews, are busy with the unending job of street cleaning. About 20,000 
truckloads of dirt and litter are picked up off City streets every year— 
and to the Street Cleaning Section all a parade means is a lot of work 
afterwards. For example, spectators usually deposit about 8 tons of waste- 
paper along the route of the Veiled Prophet's parade. 


The City burns rubbish in two big incinerators that are equipped with 
smoke control devices. Garbage is dumped into the sewers from 

two garbage grinding plants. The City will soon begin to experiment with 
disposing of garbage as well as rubbish in its incinerators—in an 
attempt to reduce pollution of the Mississippi river. 


A sign of changing times: the City is collecting an increasing 
amount of trash and a decreasing amount of garbage—as more 


people buy garbage disposals. 


The possibility of election fraud or error was greatly reduced when the 

City spent $2,104,800 in bond issue funds to buy 1,150 voting 

machines — enough for all City polling places. In between elections, these 
machines are stored in a warehouse by the Board of Election Commissioners.

Now in full swing is the biggest public 
improvement program ever undertaken by the 
City of St. Lovis. On May 26, 1955, the voters 
authorized their City to pay for this 

by borrowing $110,639,000 (through the 
sale of municipal bonds). The work was spread 
over 10 years to avoid waste and keep 

down the annual cost to taxpayers of paying 
back the $110,639,000. One valuable 
by-product — state and federal agencies plan 
to spend about $200,000,000 to 
supplement City investments in urban renewal, 
flood control, expressways, etc.

The City of St. Louis has more than 9,000 civil service employees*. Among 
them are carpenters and biochemists, engineers and X-ray technicians, 
elevator inspectors and stenographers, life guards and cooks. City 
government takes a lot of manpower because it is almost entirely a matter 
of service. The City does not make a product. It provides services 

and facilities the individual cannot provide for himself —for 

example, the inspecting, testing and policing of a wide variety of business 
and other activities. 


The gasoline you buy comes from a metered pump. The meter has been 
tested for accuracy by the Citv. So has the scale that weighs 

your meat, and the scales that weigh the many other materials whose 
price is determined by weight. The city checks the heat content (b.t.u.’s) 
of the gas that comes into vour home, the safety of the elevators 

you ride on, the structural condition of the building you live in. It enforces 
the zoning laws that support your neighborhood. It investigates and 

issues permits for everything from operating carnivals (about 80 a year) 
to entering manholes in public streets. 


If you want to put up a building or tear one down, you first obtain a 
City permit—after your plans are compared with the building code. The 
same goes for putting up signs and billboards, for operating hotels 
and rooming houses and taverns, for connecting water lines and extending 
sewers. The City also examines and licenses engineers, 
contractors and some building craftsmen. 


* Police Department hos an additional 2,500 employees;

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The purpose of the City's public health program is to prevent 
disease and improve community health. In five district centers, public 
health doctors and nurses protect and build up the health 

of children, provide pre-natal care for mothers who cannot

The City never lets up in the careful, detailed inspections 

that guarontee its residents a healthy milk supply.

Preventing disease and ee sick and injured are activities 

in which the City can never afford to be anything but first rate. More 
City employees work in this field than any other, and they must 

keep up with the continuing advances in medical knowledge and techniques. 
Because they have kept up, the City today provides better hospital sal 
public health services than ever, and carries out important medical research. 


The quality and amount of nursing care has improved. Patients are 

leaving the City’s two general hospitals more rapidly. Streptomycin and 
other drugs have cut the tuberculosis mortality rate to an all-time low, 
making bed space at Robert Koch Hospital available for an intermediate care 
hospital division. This is for patients who require daily medical and nursing 
attention — but not the expensive facilities of the busy general hospitals. 


St. Louis Chronic Hospital has made a significant contribution to 
geriatrics. Its rehabilitation eye, mega and physical therapy 
combined with good medical and nursing care and social. service 
counseling — have enabled some elderly chronic patients to go home instead 
of remaining in the hospital the rest of their lives. 


A new $785,000 hospital laboratory, one of the best-equipped in the 

U.S., is under construction with bond issue funds. The purchase of food, 
drugs and hospital supplies like surgical gloves, thermometers and 

pe cry needles, has been put on an annual contract bid basis —with 
substantial savings.

One of the best buys the City of St. Louis ever made was the 

$799,995 it paid 83 years ago for a rectangular tract of timberland that ran 
all the way from Kingshighway to the west City Limits and contained 

1,380 acres. That tract became Forest Park— the center of the City’s parks 
and recreation system, one of the largest city parks in the U. S. (4 again 

as big as New York's Central Park, for example ), and a place where 

you ll find 100,000 or more persons on a summer Sunday afternoon. 


Forest Park is more than simply big. It is an area of almost infinite variety, 
capable of satisfying equally the horseshoe pitcher and the 

horseback rider, the bird watcher and the baseball player, the golfer 

and the ice skater. Forest Park has picnic neues and band 

concerts, boat rides in the lagoon, fishing for children under 16 and 

adults over 65, athletic fields, archery ranges, and institutions like the 
Jewel Box which draws 400,000 people a year to its plant and flower displays. 


Forest Park is not, of course, the only park the City maintains. There are 111 
other large parks, neighborhood parks and park strips. In size they range from 
Tower Grove Park (277 acres, which the City helps maintain) and Carondelet 
Park (182 acres) down to a park circle at Waterman avenue and Nina place

Here are three City activities that are more familiar to more people 

than any others. They inform, educate and divert not onlv the City residents 
who furnish each with a small, fixed rate of property tax but the people 

of this entire metropolitan area. Their popularity enables them to augment 
their tax income with gifts and endowments as well as with 

the proceeds from se ventures as the Zoo refreshment stands. 


More than 3,000,000 persons visit the Art Museum and Zoo every year. The Public 
Libraries serve some 240,000 card holders. Their reference, art and applied 
science departments answer hundreds of telephone and in-person re wes a day 
for information or printed material—on everything from a chemical formula 

to what are the facts about the longevity of mice or the preservation of starfish. 


This year the City Art Museum, known as one of the half dozen best 
in the U. S., will observe its 50th anniversary. It will also open an annex 
and auditorium building paid for with $1,000,000 in bond issue money. 


More le in the rest of the country have heard about the City’s Zoo than any 
other a attraction outside of professional sports. For years the Zoo has had 
one of the largest and best collections — plus, of course, the unique animal shows 
that make it famous. The 1955 bond issue provided $1,625,000 to 

improve the Zoo plant. Its biggest construction project this year will be 

an air-cooled aquatic house, complete with Gutnniied tanks, 

where such cold-weather natives as penguins and seals will feel at home. 


The City’s Public Library system includes everything from 21 branches and 
sub-branches to library stations, bookmobiles and school classroom libraries. 

The Library supports the Great Books Program, supplies scientific and technical 
information to 6 aati and students, lends books to the blind, and engages 
in many other activities in its field. In 1958, with money saved over the years, 
the Library built the handsome Charles H. Compton Library Annex near its big 
Central Library downtown. The 1955 bond issue set aside $1,000,000 

to build five more branch libraries in neighborhoods that need them.

The face of 
our city 
is changing... 


It is changing because more public and public-private 
construction than ever before is going on and about 

to start. This year, for example, the City’s Land Clearance 

for Re development Authority will use 1955 bond issue money 
and matching federal funds to buy about $5,000,000 

worth of slum land in the midtewn Mill Creek Valley 
district. Altogether, 465 acres are to be purchased in about 
three years. Estimated total cost: $30,000,000. Two private 
groups have already contracted to buy the land from 

the Authoritvy—once the old buildings on it are torn down— 
and to handle its redevelopment as a site for new middle 
-income apartments, educational and commercial buildings, 
and light industry plants. At least $200,000,000 in private 
capital will have been invested in this project by the time its 
renewal is completed. This year, also, the St. Louis Housing 
Authority will build more public housing—adding to an already 
huge investment (about $75,000,000) in housing and shim 
clearance, and providing apartments for low-income families 
moved out of Mill-Creek when the tenements there are torn 
down. The $17,000,000 Plaza redevelopment—like Mill Creek 
a private capital venture into urban renewal sparked by a 
bond issue investment in land clearance—will be well into 
construction. this year. Meanwhile a vital link in one expressway 
will be opened to traffic, and workmen will start building 

1% miles of another to complete its route inside the City. 
There will be major work, too, on the long-delaved Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial. Add to all this the City’s own 
massive program of bond issue improvements—and it's easy 
to see why the face of the City is changing.
